a VIGOROUS ASSAULT ON THE 
GLADSTONE POLICY. 

@HE VENERABLE ORATOR OPPOSED TO ANY 

FORM OF HOME RULE—AN ALTERNA- 
TIVE PROPOSITION SUBMITTED. 


Lonpoy, July 1—Mr. John Bright ad- 


@ressed a large and enthusiastic audience at Bir- 
Mingham to-night. Upon rising to speak he 
‘was cheered for several minutes. He said he had 
‘believed that his time was coming to retire. For 
®9 years he had served Birmingham. But 
$n the face of a question of the greatest 





magnitude he considered it his duty to 
remain at the front, During his life 
in Parliament he had acted alongside 


of the still eminent leader of the Liberals. 
{Cheers.] He had not been a follower. [Cheers.] 
The Liberal leaders had generally followed the 
course adopted by Mr. Gladstone in preference 
to following their own convictions. Some in- 


timate friends of his had no notion of anything 
but following where Gladstone led. They re- 


minded him ot Cook's tourists, who enjoyed 
great security because they were * personally 
conducted.” [Laughter.] He clarmed that he, 
more than any other man, had implored 
successive Governments to deal with Ireland, 


Who had so long and pertinaciously shown 


England the sores of Ireiand? It was because 


his sympathy was wundiminished—nay, more 
Powerful than ever—that he was unable 
to accept the proposals of the Govern- 
ment. Could anybody suppose that he would 
have estranged himself from a long political 
end personal friendship with Mr. Giadstoue 
if he could bave seen dny way to support the 

ills? In the great speeches of the Premier and 
others they had introduced a great deal of an- 
cient history and many old stories about Ireiand, 
but the history of nearly every country was a 
dismal story. The old story of Ireland had noth- 
ing to do with the question. ([Cheers.] It 
Was unbecoming in the Premier to make 
a long speech telling what had _  hap- 
penea in Ireland a century ago. ([Cheers.] 
Going back would show the enormous progress 
of Ireland during the past 50 and even 20 years. 
The whole tone of Parliament toward Ireland 
had altered. The church had beer disestab- 
lished, the land laws had been reformed, the 
Arrears act had been passed, and other legisla- 
tion had been enacted, ending last year with the 
widest household suffrage. Could any Govern- 
ment in the same length of time have done more 
for any people? 

Afteradducing data to prove that the Irish 
rg is not political, but altogether economic, 

r. Bright proceeded. He said he was entirely 
against anything in any shape called a Parlia- 
ment at Dublin. [Cheers.] He was also opposed 
to the monstrous proposition to §purchase es- 
tates. But for the bill to revolutionize Lreland, 
nobody would have dreamed of sc extravagant 
® proposal. In regard to ths land, the 
political scheme made the economic scheme 
Mecessary. While the economic proposals 
were condemned, the politica! bills proposed 
would create a Government in Ireland which 
would be untrustworthy as regards the first 
duties of government, namely, the preservation 
of property andthe security of public order.

He was concealing from the public 
that definite, open deciaration which he ought 
to make. [Prolonged cheers.] Probably, in the 
Premier’s view, openly to adhere to the Land 
bill mieht lose the election, while to abandon 
it might ghake the allegiance of some 
pf his colleagues. {Cneers.] Therefore there 
Was a variation in language and terms that was 
unbecoming in a minister speaking to a great 
nation on so alarming a project. -The constitu- 
encies might be certain that if they gave the 
Premior a majority large enough to enabie him 
to go on with the Government bill, it was Mr. 
Gladstone's intention also to thrust the Land 
urchase~bill through Pariiament.- +-{Cheers.} 
be absurdities of that Land Purchase scheme 
had been amply exposed. He reminded his 
uditors .that among the complaints made 
y Ireland was one concerning the great evil 
of absenteeism. -This land bill would make the 
English Treasury a universal absentee landlord 
over all the land in Ireland, and an absentee 
whose rents it would be most difficult to collect. 
Cheers.] It might be found when the land- 
ords were gone that a happyitime of conspiracy 
had come; that the garrison of England had been 
Griven out, and that the new Irish natlon, 
left toits growing calamities, would not think 
about paying rents. The teaching of the Par- 
neliite conspiracy [groaus and hisses] during the 
Jast seven years was against paying rent. Could 
it be supposed that the lesson taught during 
these years could be immediately unlearned ? 
Would that general demoralization which had 
pecurred over three parts of Ireland cease, or 
would the people not betold * You have got 
free from the burdens of the local proprietors 
of the soil, will you pay rents now to a foreign 
Government sending a collector in a foreign 
garb?” [Cries of ** Hear, hear.’’] 

Referring to the Home Rule bill Mr. Bright 
gaid he concurred with Mr. Gladstone that if the 
bill passed it would be absolutely impossible for 
the Parneilites to remain at Westminster. The 

roposal that 800 members sit in Dub’in and_100 
n Westminster was especially monsirous. Un- 
der this arrangement, what would happen. They 
knew that about half of the Lrish members now 
in Parliament had their expenses mainly 
paid across the Atlantic [hisses] with do- 
pations by avowed enemies of- England. 
But with 300 sitting in Dublin and 100 more at 
Westminster it would be necessary that the 
charitable donations of America become perpet- 
bal. [Laughter.] Mr. Gladstone had sug- 
gested as an alternative the occasional 
resence of irish members—a sort of in- 

rmittent Irish fever in Parliament. The 
Proposal was so astonishing and ludicrous 
that he thought the reat Premier, amid 
the difficulties of his position, must really have 
lost bis head. [Cheers.] They heard much about 
this new Dublin Parliament as compared with 
Grattan’s, which died of its own corruption, 
perished in bottomless rottenness. But Grat- 
tan’s Parliament was freer than the one Mr, 
Gladstone proposed, which, examined carefully. 
was seen to be only avestry. There would be 
incessant beating against the bars of the cage 
and striving to become a Parliament. 

At whose summons bad the Government 
taken up these plans? At least 2,000,000 of the 
Irish people were against them. Should they 
consent to a revolution in Ireland at the bidding 
of one-twelfth of the population of the United 
Kingdom, submitting 83.000,000 people to the 
results of @ great revolutionary scheme under 
the demand of 3,000,000? [Cheers.] It was 
a great mistake to suppose that the 

opie of Ireland were alone interested. 

ngiand had an equally great interest. They 
were bound by all the Jaws of honor and polit- 
ical justice to protect the people of Ireland, who 
fid not*want a revolution. They were asked to 
thrust from the shelter and justice of the united 
Parliament 2,000,000 people who passionately re- 
sent the attempt to drive them from the protec. 
tion of the Parhament of their ancestors. 
json He hoped this stupendous injustice 

nd blunder would fail. He would never con- 
pent to surrender those two millions of people 
to the Irish Parliamentary party, baif the mem- 
bers of which bad doilars in their pockets sub- 
scribed by enemies of England in the United 
Btates. [Loud cheers.] 

Mr. Bright proceeded next to suggest as an 
alternative to the Government’s proposals that 
& permanent committee of Irish members be 
formed and that Irish bills, after the first read- 
ing, be referred to this committee. The com- 
Mittee shall have a special place of meeting at 

Westminster, appoint its own Chairman, and 
have powers to decide whether a bill is ac- 
ceptable. No English or Scotch member shall 
be appointed on the committee. The House 
shall only have power to consider a bill on 
@ reportof the committee. He admitted that 
the pian was simple and depended upon the hon- 
est working of the Irish party in combiuation 
in the House of Commons. Aosneng that there 
‘was a moderate loyal spirit in the Irish party 
the plan would succeed, but if lrishmen were 
unloyal neither this nor the Government plan 
would succeed. His suggestion mizht be called 
one of the unexhausted resources of civilization 
which sbould be tried before they capitulated 
to one of the worst conspiracies thut ever af- 
fiieted any country. [Proionged cheers.]

TWO IOWA CONVENTIONS. 


—— @——_— 
THE DEMOCRATS AND GREENBACKERS IN 


THEIR ANNUAL CIRCUS. 
Des Mores, lowa, July 1.—Last year’s 
Republican Convention was dramatic in its 
features, but the Democratic Convention to-day 
surpassed it, while the Greenback Convention at 
the East Side Opera House was also a unique 
body. This morning Gov. Larrabee, Lieut.- 
Gov. Hull, and Auditor Beardsley sat on the 
stage asthe Democratic delegates filed in,and the 
boxes were filled with ladies, among them Mrs, 
Gov. Hull and Mrs. Senator Miles. When the 
usual reports were made Capt. Bell, the rejected 
Postmaster of Webster City, took the gavel as 
Chairman, and in discussing labor matters in- 
dulged in his recollections of what he had seen 


in Europe. Other speeches tollowed, and the 
Committee on Credentials presented a divided 
report on the liquor question. The five-hun- 
dred-dollar local option recommendation of tbe 
majority was adopted after a sharp debate by 
nearly three to one. 

Delegate Burke, of Whatcber, offered a stine- 
ing resolution on the Senators who had taken 
the vacation grab, which brought Senator 


Knight, one of the number, to bis feet, He 
claimed that he was justified by his constitu- 
ency, and called President Cleveland in question 
forthe River Land veto, and Lamar for dab- 
bling in Pan Electric. The convention was 
furious in a moment, but Knight was not to be 
shouted down. Ex-Congressman Cook offered 
a substitute for the pending resolution, aspers- 
ing the Republican Legisiature for passing a 
law making the grab possible, and after 
a plausible speech moved the previous question. 
A Donnybrook fair followed, Knight’s spoech 
having angered many delegates. Mr. Burke. 
who moved the original resolution, got iu a 
shortspeech. Democracy was his only religion, 
and he could not bear to see it made odious. 
Senator Johnson, amid much turmoil, defended 
Senators Kuicht ana Wolfe as having rescued 
their counties from the opposition. Johnson, it 
was related, bad already been condemned by 
his own county by a vote of 15 to &3 on his aspi- 
rations for Judge. Chairman Bel! surrendered 
the gavel to Fred Lehman, who ‘bucceeded in 
restoring order. Cook's substitute was voted 
down, and Burke’s resolution was adopted by a 
heavy majority. It is a very severe denuncia- 
tion of all Senators who took pay for the im- 
peachment recess. . 

Messrs. Hamilton, Eibock, and Thompson pre- 
sented a minority report on the liquor question, 
and all feel lugubrious to-nignt. The special 
committes announced that they had cabled the 
convention's good will to Gladstone, Parnell, and 
Davitt. The nominating proceedings were brief. 
Cato Sells, Secretary of the State Committee, 
was chosen for Secretary of State; Paul Guelich, 
of Burlington, for Auditor; Frank P. Bradley, 
of Audubon, for Clerk of the Supreme Court; 
and Col. Mackey, for Attorney-General. The 
ticket is clean, and of young timber, but is not 
80 strong as the platform. 

The following was passed around at the Green- 
back Convention: 

To the True Greenbackers of this Convention: 

f we swallow the fusion medicine prepared for us it 
will kill the patient. Weure not after the spoils of 
office: we are battiing for the principles advocated by 
the Greenback Party from its birth. If fusion is car- 
ried we propose to lexve the convention en masse and 
indorse the Marshalitown convention. We wili never 
surrender, to be dumped into the Democratic camp.

Fusion prevailed nevertheless, and Daniel 
Campbell, a well known and popular man, was 
selected for Treasurer, and William Theophilus 
for Supreme Court Clerk. Resolutions denounc- 
ing the Senatorial saiary grab, indorsing Gen. 
Weaver, and pronunciamentos as to other mat- 
ters were passed. The combined ticket is re- 
spectable, but can hardly be considered as up to 
the full standard of the special features of the 
two platforms. A close contest at the polls is 
very certain.

AND ROSS. 
MontTREAL, July 1.—A regatta was held 
to-day on the Richelieu River, at St. Johns, 


about 30 miles from this city. The principal 
event was a race between Edward Hanlan and 
Wallace Ross, three miles, with a turn, for 
a purse of $3,000. The committee refused to al- 
low the members of the press to follow the race 
in the referee’s boat, and it was only by dint of 
considerable bullying that THe Times corre- 
spondent was allowed to take a seat in the police 
boat. Even then the launch was kept a long dis- 
tance behind the oarsmen, and as they were 
nearing the buoys it was run in close to the 
bank, so that the oarsmen_ were for the 
time hidden from view. In _ fact every- 
was done to. prevent the race 
properly followed. Hanian won 
the toss and chose the inside course. At the 
start both men went off at a terrific pace, Han- 
lan rowing 34 strokes and Ross 32. Hanian at once 
shot ahead,and once decently away from the 
barge both men slacked down and sawed away 
leisurely, Hanlan turning the buoy a second 
ahead @f his opponent. The next seen of them, 
however, Ross was several lengths ahead, and 
this order was maintained till within 300 yards 
of the finish, when Hanlan spurted and came in 
ahead by six or eight inches, in 21:15. 

The genera! impression was that the race had 
been fixed, and this was lent color to by the sus- 
picious conduct of the committee. The time- 
keeper announced the time as 20:30, but even 
taking the outside figures, it would be next to 
an impossible feat if the course was the proper 
length, as there isa strong current to contend 
with, and the men were not rowing at a phe- 
nomenai rate. 





LAKE SHORE MOVING FREIGHT. 
CuicaGo, July L—The eighth day of the 
Lake Shore switchmen’s strike has come and 
gone, and still there is no material change in the 


situation, The company is moving its trains 


under strong guards of armed men, and at an 
enormous expense, while the strikers are 
keeping quiet and making no demonstrations 
whatever. To-day was the first day since the 
strike on which there was no switch throwing 
andno derailed cars. The packing house pro- 
prietors have notified their employes that they 
will discharge all men or boys found on the 
tracks interfering with the Lake Shore switch- 
men or for throwing missiles from the windows 
of the establishments as trains belonging to 
that company pass to and fro. Everything was 
Quiet and serene along the main tracks, and all 
trains were gotten outontime. Capt. Markey, of 
the town of Lake{police,;to-aay received from 
President Newell, of the Lake Shore Road, 
a letter thanking him in the name of the 
Chicago railroads doing business through the 
town of Lake for his work during the strike 
and forwarding a check for $1,900 contributed 
by the railroad cormpanies for the benefit of the 
police. Capt. Markey will put the money into 
the hands of the Policemen’s Benevolent Asso- 
ciation. The Hyde Park police recvived a sim- 
ilar letter inclosing a check for a like amount. 








A BLUNDERING SWITCHMAN. 
Port Jervis, N. Y., July 1—The St. 


Louis express on the Erie Railroad, drawn by 
two locomotives, when a mile east of Susque- 
hanna, at 5:30 o’clock this morning, was derailed 
by a misplaced switch, while running at the rate 


of 25 milesan hour. Both engines, the baggage 
car, express car, and the end of the smoker were 
thrown off the track. The second engine tele- 
scoped into the first, wrecking both badly. En- 
gineer Rose and Fireman Wee were badly 
but not ain greeny’ A injured. one of the pas- 
sengers were hurt. The accident was caused by a 
blunder of Switchmun Bagley, who had the 
switch turned the wrong way. The passengers 
were delayed two hours. 


TEN LYNCHERS ARRESTED. 

GAINESVILLE, Texas, July 1.—Ten men 
were arrested to-day charged by the Coroner's 
jury with having taken part inthe hanging of 
the negro Ed Williamson on Monday night. One 
of the 10 is J. C. Cook, the husband of the lady 
upon whom the assault was made. The men 
were taken before Justice of the Peace Holman 
and waived preliminary examination. They 
were granted bail in the sum of $1,000, whicu 
vive readily gave. Other arrests will probably 
follow. 


RENOMINATED TO CONGRESS. 

Burtreton, Vt., July 1.—The Repub- 
licans of the First Congressional District to-day 
renominated Congressman John W., Stewart, of 
Middiebury.

PREPARATION TO SQUEEZE

A BIG JULY WHEAT CORNER EN- 
' GINEERED IN CHICAGO. 

A SYNDICATE HEADED BY SID KENT PRE- 
PARED TO RAKE IN. THE MONEY OF 
UNSUSPECTING BEARS. 

CuicaGao, July 1.—Sid Kent is engineer- 


ing the biggest kind of a corner in wheat, 
and the foreigners who have been mak- 
ing fortunes on a declining market are 
going to get “squeezed” if Mr. Kent 
and his associates can do it. It is 
understood that he, John Plankinton, John 
Cudahy, and Columbus R. Cummings have 


bought between 15,000,000 and 20,000,000 bushels 


of wheat, and have organized what, is to 
be known in history as the “July corner.” 
They bave been enabled to accompiish this 
owing to the extensive sales on deferred futures, 
extending from August to next May, by a 
venturesome foreign crowd and a smail St. 
Louis contingent, which will be invited to the 


counter to settle, A broker said to-day: 


“The foreigners found out about two years 
ago that they could sell snort inthis market and 
make money. They have been growing reckless 
by their gains, which ran up into the mill- 
ions. Encouraged by their great success, they 


have sold extensively of deferred futures, 


and laid themeelves open to tho shrewd manipu- 
lators of this market. Their brokers here are 
John T. Lester & Co., William Dunn & Co., 
Hamill & Brine, McFarlane, Schwartz 
Dupee and Baker. They have sold s80 
heavily on the short side of the 
market that it is now possible to bring 
them up with a round turn. The Kent 
crowd {bave watched the circus and baited 
the foreigners. Certain that the decline 
is tu continue, the foreigners have sold 
everything ahcad as far as they can see, 
and Kent and his men have followed and bought 
everything. Now these buils will force up 


the price, and, in fact, wheat began to 
ump to-day, and the foreigners and St. 
ouis folks will have to disgorge the 


gains of the last two years. Remember that 
‘the visible supply of grain is only 30,000,000 bush- 
els, against twice as much last year at this time; 
that the crop of the country is only esti- 
mated at 400,000,000 busheis, against 500,000,- 
009 bushels last year, and that home 
consumption has increased enormously. It is 
due to this fact that the bull ring has taken the 
foreigners in hand, purchased all of the futures 
they have sold and everything else they could 
lay hands on.” 

Tips on a “July corner” have been 
around for a week among the favored tew. 
The market has been depressed so long 
that many have given up_ hope, and re- 
fused the tips. Others, who believe that ex- 
tremes follow each other, bave jumped 
at the tips and are buying instead of selling 
short. Great caution has been exercised in re- 
gard to July wheat. It has been kept down to 
the lowest notch, to divert suspicion from later 
months. It has been sold at any price by 
way of keeping up the farce that 
wheat had still to decline. Cash wheat has been 
carried here py few hands. Tue elevators bave 
had a snap on 8,500,000 bushels, which they have 
kept here for three months, with 134 cents 
storage. In orderto keep this wheat here the 
elevators have been paying rebates. 

It is difficult to surmise what the bullring 
propose to do, or how far they can force the 
price of wheat. Messrs. Plankinton and Cudahy 
are in New-York, and Mr. Kent can only be 
found in the Washington Park Club, where 
the corner was projected. To-night he was out 
ot town when he was badly wanted by the fear- 
ful. While heistrying to appear unconcerned, 
however, his brokers are buying everything 
offered at the lowest rates. To-day it was mani- 
fest that few were willing to sell at the current 
rates, and great interest centres in the events of 
to-morrow. 

Peter McGeoch is again on the high road to 
fortune. In 1882 be bought ali of the lard at 
about 13 cents, and lost miliions, To-day he 
has purchased nearly 8,000,000 tierces at 5 to 
6 cents, and got the market on thehip. It 
is not believed that this last deal 1s @ corner, as 
it cannot be ascertained that any one is short. 
But, owning ail of the lard, McGeoch can force 
up the price and realize a fortune on which 
he can retire in triumph. The brokers 
who have been purchasing for him are Crosby & 
Co., E. W. Bailey, Hannibal & Brine, and Frank 
Logan. They never touched July or cash Jard, 
fearing to,excite attention, but purchased stead- 
ily of September. By this means the July, 
August, and cash product has kept the market 
cepressed and enabled them to gobble every- 
thing. Mr. McGeoch, ex-friend and min mtn $ of 
John Plankinton, has also been purchasing lard 
and these lords of lard can put up the price 
without consultation.

THE ARKANSAS DEMOCRATS. 
Littte Rock, Ark., July 1—The plat- 


form adopted by the Democratic State Con- 
vention before adjourning this morning in- 
Gorses the National Administration, reaf- 
firms allegiance to the Democratic Party, 
and firm adherence to its time-honored 
principles, which guarantee equality, lib- 
erty, and happiness to all citizens of the 
common country; maintains that protection of 
life, liberty, and property aud equality of ail 
citizens before the law, right of local self- 
government and supremacy of the Federal 
Government within constitutional limits are 
essential to a continuence of free govern- 
ment; regrets the depressed condition of 
the agricultural interests of the State, and the 
strained relations of capital and labor, and 
traces these conditiuns divectly to the operations 
of ahigh protective *4riff; commends the efforts 
of Arkansas delegations in Congress in sup- 
port of the orrison bill for a re- 
vision of the tariff; reaffirms adherence to 
the time-konored Democratic doctrine of tariff 
for revenue only; favors unlimited coinage of 
silver, and demands that the coin of the 
Tnited States, both gold and siver, be 
paid on Government debts without discrimin- 
ating against silver; recognizes that all 
industries and all citizens should bear 
equal proportions of the burdens of the Gov- 
ernment; that taxation should fall equally 
upon all species of property; demands equal 
and exact justice in assessing and collect- 


ing taxes, and vors such legisia- 
tion eas will foster labor and _ honest 
industries and discourage monopoly; 


favors liberal legislation for the encouragement 
of immigration and the fostering of our pro- 
gressive industries; reaffirms devotion to the 
cause of public education; demands that the 
General Assembly shall so regulate the freight 
and passenger charges of railroads as to protect 
the interests of the people while doing justice to 
the roads.. 

Resolutions expressing the sympathy of the 
Arkansas Democracy with the patriotic efforts 
of Gladstone, assisted by Parnell, in behalf of 
home rule for Ireland were adopted by ac- 


clamation.

COUNTERFEITERS ARRESTED. 
=.Toronto, Cntario, July 1.—Detectives 
to-day broke up a gang of counterfeiters in 
Brighton, a short distance east of this city, that 
for some time past have been carrying on ex- 
tensive money counteffeiting overations, prin- 


cipaily in American bills. Abel Christensen, 
a Dane, who says he had done counterfeiting 
in Germany, France, and Austria, was visited by 
a detective who represented that he wished to go 
into the counterfeiting business. The Dane 
agreed tosupply the detective with bogus bills 
representing $50,000, and stated that about a 
month ago he bad taken a schooner and 
visited Rochester and ports on Lake Ontario 
with three other men, and had passed off be- 
tween nine hundred and a thousand dollars in 
bogus American bills.

HARVARD’S CHAMPION RUNNER, 





WENDELL BAKER. 

Boston, July 1.—Wendell Baker, Har- 
vard, 86, holds the best intercollegiate records 
in the 220 and the 440 yards’. Not long ago, at 


Beacon Park, he broke the record in the 
220, making the distance ‘ao 22 seconds. 
At the same time he broke the world’s 
amateur record in the 180 yards, 


making it in 18 seconds exactly. This afternoon 
he won fresh laurels. Several gentlemen came 
from New-York to attend the meeting. George 


Goldie, of the New-York Athletic Club, acted as 
starter, G. Avery,of the Manhattan Athletic Club, 
was timer at the finish. The day was perfect 
and the track at Beacon Park in excellent con- 
dition. Baker first attempted to break the rec- 
ord of 10 seconds in the.100 yards’ dash. He suc- 
ceeded in tying itonly. Two watches, however, 
geve histime as 9:45 in py the 100. Two 
timers—Messrs. Davidson and Latbrop—timed 
Baker at the 80 yards. The two watches gave, 
one 0:794, the other 0:8, the slowest time being 
adopted, This breaks the record in that dis- 
tence. Mr. Goldie stepped to the course and 
measured Baker's stride. It was found to be 7 
feet 5 inches. 

After this trial Baker retired for an hour. 
rested and was carefully rubbed down. At the 
end of the bour he reappeared, looking fresh. 
When ke came on the track it was noticed 
that one shoe was slightly torn. Baker got a 
splendid start. He made the 2% yards in 0:23 1-5. 
Then the torn shoe began to trouble him, 
and while keeping up his speed he tried 
to kick it off. For atime he did not succeed in 
doing this, but finally the shoe left his foot, 
and he ran the remainder of the distance un- 
impeded, but with one foot bare. Toward tne 
finish the track is slightly up hill. Nevertheless 
Baker made a magniticent spurt and crossed the 
line at a terrific pace. One watch gave the 
time as 0:47 1-5, the second gaveit as 0:47 2-5, 
another gave the time as O47, while 
Avery’s ave it as just a shade over 
0:4734. This is the time that will stand as the 
world's record, both amateur and professional, 
tor the event. Myers’s best record for this dis- 
tance is 0:483-5, and the world’s professional 
record 0:4844. ,

THEIR PRESIDENT ARRESTED FOR 
EMBEZZLEMENT. 

R. J. LANE ACCUSED OF MISAPPROPRIATING 
THE FUNDS OF THE ABINGTON NATIONAL 
AND ROCKLAND SAVINGS BANKS. 

Boston, July 1.—Richmond J. Lane, 


President of the Abington National Bank, the 
Rockiand Savings Bank, a shoe manufacturer 
and a holder of large trusts, who was arrested in 
Portland, Me., Jast evening ona charge of em- 
bezzling the funds of the national bank, was 
held by Commissioner Hallett to-day, after a 
preliminary examination, in $50,000. Bonds were 
promptly furnished and he was released. B. F, 


Brooks, his counsel, stated at the hearing 
that the arrest of Mr. Lane was to him a great 
surprise, for he knew full well that Mr. Lane 
did not intend to go to Canada, nor did he leave 
Abington for the purpose of evading arrest. 
Mr. Lane, he explained, is the Trustee of the es- 
tate of George D. Davis, who failed some time 


ago while owing the bank $17,000. The prop- 


erty of Mr, Davis was placed in Mr. Lane's 


hands in order that the bank, after the percent- 
age was paid tothe other creditors, might get 
from the estate as much money as possibic. 
As Trustee of this property, which consisted of 


a leather-boardjmanufactory at Saccarappa, Me., 
Mr. Lane employed Mr, Brooksas counsel, Cer- 


tain rumors were set afloat to theeffect that Mr. 
Lane’s accounts as Trustee were not correct, so 
an in vestigation was started. To carry out this 
investigation Mr. Nichols, whois a partner of 
Mr. Brooks, arranged to visit the works of Mr. 
Davis at Saccarappa to-day for the purpose’ of 
examining the accounts there. Mr. Lane agreed 
to go with him in order to give such service as 
he could. r. Nichols and Mr. Cane went to 
Portland last evening, where they obtained 
rooms at a hotel, intending to start for 
Saccarappa at 7 o’clock this morning. Mr. Lane 
signed his full name on the hotel register. Soon 
after retiring he was arrested and was brought 
back to Boston on the night train. Mr. Nichols, 
who subsequently entered the court room, cor- 
roborated the statement of Mr. Brooks, and 
said tbat he did not hearof Mr. Lane’s arrest 
until after it was too late to catch the 2 A. M. 
train for Boston. District Attorney Stearns 
stated that all this mattered little, asthe war- 
rant alleges that about $135,000 of the bank’s 
money has disappeared through the medium of 
Mr. Lane. Mr. ne assured the court that he 
would be on hand any day that he was wanted, 
but be was held, as above stated, and will be 
examined a week from next Monday. 

Mr. Lane ig a man of about 55, stout, of medi- 
um height, with a pleasant face, adorned by a 
closely trimmed gray beard. He has lived in 
Rockland all his life, and always has been pop- 
ular with his townspeople. His intimate friends 
speuk in the highest terms of nim, and are sur- 
prised at hisarrest. Mr. Joseph Vaughn, Director 
of the my ohtn, gges National Bank, and also of the 
savings bank, said thatthe urrest was 2 surprise 
to the officers of those institutions,and that so far 
as he knew there were no charges or suspicions ° 
against Mr. Lane’sintegrity. Everett Lane, one 
of Mr. Lane’s brothers, says: “ Richmond is a 
liberal, whole-hearted man, and there is not so 
much asa dishonest hair in hishead. He is a 
poor man. I know he bas been hard up fora 
year or more. He 1s not guilty except it may be 
a breach of trust. He may have overdrawn his 


account. Whatever he has done it was with- 
out guilty intent.” Alonzo Lane, another 
brother, eays that he is a man of 
generous impulses, one who could not 
say “no” when a friend asked for 


assistance. If he had done anything wrong’ 
be had been duped by otbers. “I know,” con- 

tinued Mr. Lane, “that he has not got a cent of 

the money more than he had two years ago. He 

was not the man to run away either. If he 

knew there were any charges against him he 

would have staid here and facedthem. The 

charge against Mr. Lane is that in the space of; 
about 18 months he has illegally obtained from 

the Abington Bank a total sum of about $135,- 

000, most of the funds being taken upon notes 

made in various names and for different 

amounts.” 

The capital of the bank is $150,000, the deposits 
$190,000, and the surplus $80,000. Bank Com- 
missioner Gatcbell says that while there is some 
sort of paper to represent the amount of $135,000 
he does not believe it is good, and thatthe bank 
will loee the amount. He had completed his ex- 
amination of the accounts of the bank and has 
forwarded his report to Washington. When he 
learned that Mr. Lane had left Boston ina di- 
rection toward Canada he thought it time to 
stop him, and so ordered his arrest, 

The news of Mr. Lane’s arrest created excite- 
ment in Abington and depositors were early at 
both banks. The Savings Bank had a depoait of 
about $25,000 with the National Bank, and they 
used the National Bank of Redemption of Bos- 
ton as well. At the National Bank all checks 
and drafts were honored until 10:45 o’clock, 
when payments were suspended temporarily. 
Granville Farrar, the Cashier, said that he 
did this in order to enable him to con- 
sult the Directors regarding the course to 
be taken in the present emergency. He 
did not care to take any responsibility on his 
own shoulders. The condition of the bank’s af- 
fairs could not be learned until a thorough ex- 
amination was made. Persons having deposits 
inthe bank, he said, would not lose a single 
dollar, as it has funds sufficient to meet all de- 
mands. Boston banks are not involved. 
The President of the National Bank of 
Kedemption says that the Abington has a bal- 
ance in its favor on deposit there so that bis | 


bank Gan lose nothing.

GOV. M’ENERY’S STRONG APPEAL AGAINST A 


TaX REDUCTION. 
New-Or.eans, July 1.—While the Reve- 
nue bill was under consideration in the House 
of Representatives yesterday a motion was made 
to amend the apportionment of6 mills tax as 
follows: Reduce interest tax from 2% mills to 
2% mills, and increase the education tax from 


1% to 14%. It was stated in opposition to 
this that on an assessment of $215,- 
000.000 the net proceeds of the tax of 


2 %-8 mills would be $525,407. The amount ac- 
tually required to pay the interest, &c., is $506.- 
§00, which will leave a surplus of $18,901 to go 
into the general fund. Mr. Murdoch said there 
was no fistal agency at present. No bank would 
accept the agency until after the revenue and 
appropriation bills were passed. If the interest 
is provided for and the appropriations do not ex- 
ceed the revenue arrangements can be made to 
have the interest paid promptiy. The amend- 
ment would create a deficit of $7.960. The mo- 
tion wasjfinaily carried by a vote of 55 to 24. 

This action of the House created considerable 
confusion, it being the last day before the semi- 
annual interest was due, and as arrangements 
had been made to have the interest paid by a 
city bank with the understanding that there 
should be no change in the tax apportionment. 
-This morning there was a disposition not to pay 
either here or in New-York. hen the House 
met this morning, bowever, Gov. McEnery noti- 
fied the body that he-would veto any bill which 
reduced the interest below 27%, and at the same 
time sent in a message in which he said: 


“IT respectfully call yourfattention to a very serious 


error in the consideration of the )tevenue bill in 
pSerege: Figgr Sepeecron ent of the interest tax 


rom mills to mills. This was an 
error in anticipating too large a revenue 
trom the assessments or 1887 sand 1888. I am 
sure that there is no membor of the General Assem- 
bly who woald intentionally ioflict any injury 
upon the State by discrediting her obligations. 
On the contrary, believe it is the wish of 


the General Assembly to restore the credit of the 
State to the high standing which 11 had before the 
war, when to anjare and impugn the fair name of the 
State was considered and declared as unenviable as 
to repudiate a private obligation. There 1s now ae 
fiscal agent,and the interest on the public debt Is 
due and payable to-day. In this contingency the 
banks in the clty of “New-Orleans generously 
and voluntarily cume to the ald of the State 
and offered to advance more money than was 
really needed. This was hailed; by the Board of Liqul- 
dation as a happy omen. andthe board anticipates no 
further trouble in the future regarding the confidence 
thus expressed, as a certain indication that a fiscal 
agent who would take up the obligations of the State 
would be speedily secured in accordance with 
your recent iegisiation. On Tuesday night the Board 
ot Liquidation pussed a resolution accepting the 
tender of the banks, which was made on the express 
condition that the interest tax should remain as tixed 
in the Kevenue billof 1884, and in accordance with 
this resolution a contract was entered into by me, and 
signed with said banks, the banks expressly reserving 
the right to withdraw from the agreement 
if any change was made in the said 
apportionment. It was generally pelieved ‘that 
there would be no opposition to that portion of the 
revenue fixing the apportionment, and confidence was 
expressed ut the meeting of the Board of Liquidation 
in this determination of the General Assembly. I am, 
therefore, satistied that the levy of 234 interest tux 
was made in error. I willask the members of the 
House of Representatives to correct the same. 

There is a eurplus under the 2% apportionment 
of $20,000, but this amount comes in lute, after the 
interest is due and in the way of back taxes. It would 
be prudent to jet this amount accumulate until it 
reaches a sufficient sum, which wil! bein five years, 
‘to pay the interest in advance, so that the interest 
‘money Can always be assured, and tho State can dis- 
pense with borrowing money in advance and thus save 
interest. Any disturbance of the interest tax until 
the State is in a condition to ao so by collections 
oft.,one year in advance will always depreciate 
destroy jcontidence, and work an irrepu- 
injury to e _ financtal ay of the 
‘lhe peopie of this State in 1654, in the submis- 
sion of the Constitutional amendments, fixed the 
status of the State debt onasure and substantial 
basis, and Iam sure they arein favor of maintaining 
State honor and State credit as against any other in- 
terest. Tothem the honor of the State is above and 
beyond any other consideration.” 


The arrangement with the banks was in pur- 
suance of an act passed at this session. As soon 
as the message was read in the House the 
action of yesterday was re@onsidered. ‘lhe 
Revenue bili was recommitted to the Ways and 
Means Committee, who reported it back 

.ehortly, reinstating the faterest at 22, 
‘This was taken up and passed the House without 
opposition. Those who favor the reduction 
were not repudiationists, but wished to give the 
school tund the benefit of the tax fund surplus, 
As soon xs this action was taken by the House 
the banks commenced cashing the coupons, and 
there will probably be no more trouble with the 
debt question.

CotumsBvs, Ohio, July 1.—The discussion 
“of Presidential candidates bad been but little 
indulged in until the Senate Committee on 
Privileges and Elections refused to recommend 
an investigation of the charges of corruption in 
cornection with the election of Henry B. Payne 
to the Senate. Gen. Logan bad a large follow- 


ing in Ohio, but his vote in the committee is 


construed by the Republicans asa slap in the 
face and an insult that will be as emphatically 
resented when the proper time arrives. The 
vote in the committee was even more surprising 
to the Democrats outside of the knowing circle 
than any event during the past five yeurs. 
Democrats who were before the legistative 
committee, and who were able to dodge the 
:questions put to them, expected to be ca led to 
Washington, One of the witnesses said to Tan 
TimEs’s correspondent the day before the vote 
was taken thatif there was the least desire on 
the part of the Senate to know the truth there 
was no question an investigation would be or- 
dered, and if it was begun Mr. Payne would 
resign his seat rather than have the reai 
facts published to the world. Republicans 
were dazed and indignant, and expected Sena- 
tor Sherman to expose the fraud in open session. 
Gen. Logan {s as thoroughly repudiated in Ohio 
to-day as was President Hayes when dis policy 
became known in 1877 that resulted in the or- 
ganization of.an anti-Hayes movement and 
gave the State to the Democrats by such a 
majority asto add emphasis to_the utter dis- 
gust of the Republicans with the Hayes Admin- 
istration. The Republicans are.now eagerly 
watching Mr. Sherman, and his future prospects 
in the next Presidential convention will largely 
depend ares the course he takes in the Payne 
matter whon the two reports are submitted. At 
the present time Senator Sherman covld count 
upon the solid support of the Ohio delegation. 
The State having once proved its loyalty to Mr. 
Blaine, even the friends of that gentieman can 
hardiy ask Buckeyesto aid in this work of re- 
nominating Mr. Blaine for the Presidency. A

HARVARD FRESHMEN WIN 


THE YALE BOAT SUNK IN THE 
BEGINNING OF THE CONTEST, 

A RACE WHICH SHOULD NOT HAVE BEEN 
ROWED IN UNFIT WATER GIVES A 
BARREN VICTORY TO CAMBRIDGE. 

New-Lonpon, Conn., July 1.—A barren 
victory for Harvard; that was the outcome of 


to-day’s race on the Thames between the Fresh- 
men crews of Harvard, Columbia, and Yale. It 











was a barren victory, because Yale’s 
crew, the best at the start, sank be. 
fore 2a half mile was rowed without 
having a chance to fully show its met 


tle, and because Columbia rowed three-quarters 
of the race with its shell so full of water that 


good rowing under the circumstances was alto- 
gether outof the question. Harvard won, as 
it was, in 11:53, with Columbia finishing five ~ 
lengths in her rear, in 12:10. 

It was hazardous water torowa race in, and 
it should not bave been rowed. A stiff breeze 
was blowing up the river at the time the referee 


sent the three crews off on their two-mile race. 


The Thames was flecked with white caps, and so 
rough wasthe water that the shells danced up 
and down inspite of the fact that each had 
about 1,500 pounds of humanity on board as 
ballast. So, too, did the heavier built steam 


launches and the pretty yachts anchored along- 


side the straight two-mile course, dance on the 
curling waves as they traveled slowly up the 
stream, It was especially rough up near the 
starting line, and as it was so much rougher 
than any water in which any race was evet 
rowed bere, no one expected that tbe referee, 
Robert McCook, ot Harvard, 65, would do any- 
thing butsend the boats back to quarters, and 
order the race postponed. Much to the sur- 
prise of all be sent the boatsoff a half hour be- 
bind time. That the start was ‘ate was his 
fault, for the referee’s boat did not arrive at the 
starting point until the crews had been in posi- 
tion for a quarter of an hour. Contrary to the 
usual custom, Harvard w&s there on time, ag 
were the other two. Had the boats been started 
at the advertised hour there might have been 
a more satisfactory conclusion of she rave; that 
is to-say, all three crews might have had better 
water and a fairer chance to show their ability 
as oarsmen. Better still for those interested in 
ascertaining the actual merits of the crews’ 
would it have been to have let the race go over 
until this afternoon, for then clear, good water 
would have been secured. 

As it is now none of the collegians will accept: 
the race as at all conclusive us to the merits of 
the crews, except, of course, the Harvard men. 
That the Yale and Columbia érews believe this 
is evidenced by the tact that at the conclusion 
of the contest both chatlenged Harvard to row 
over the course again this aiternoon, to-morrow, 
or Saturday. Sut Harvard was content to wear 
her laurels, atrifie dingy though they are, rather 
than to strive for, and possibly not get, a fresher 
lot. *“* Harvard is a winning crew,” remarked 
her adherents, rather top-loftily, ** and she pro- 

oses to remain one, even though people who'! 

aven’t the privilege of basking under her Cam- 
bridge’s shadow remark emphatically that it 
was no race,” The reader may judge as to that 
claim by the story of the contest. i 

Three stakeboats lay anchored in midstream,’ 
a sixteenth of a mile below the abiding piace of 
a score of decrepit anchors, commonly known 
here as the navy yard. The hot rays of a mid- 
summer sun beat down on the beads of the blue- 
shirted waterm whosat in them ready to catch; 
the stern of the three fragile shelis that were to’ 
be driven through the water at top speed. Co-/ 
lumbia’s blue and white stripe shirted young 
giants were first at the line. They rowe¢! 
at once to their stakeboat, which wal 
in the centre of the stream. Yale waa 
next in place, but as the referce’a boat was not 
at hand her crew went over toward the Groton 
shore to get out of the current, which was run- 
ning most swiftly at its stakeboat. Harvard 
was last in line, and found comparatively 
smooth water and no current to speak of, sa 
that it at once took position near its stakeboat. 
This was the west course, nearest the New-Lon- 
don shore. Ail were in line within a minute’s 
time. Then the men sat on their oars and waited 
for the Carrie Goodwin, the referee’s boat, which 
could be seen plowing:its way up trom the grand 
stand. It was 15 minutes behind time. With it 
it brought the rough water. When the Carrie’ 
Goodwin did reach the crews it looked as though‘ 
the river down below were dotted with small 
bits of cotton or wool,so thick were the tiny 
white caps. Referee McCook asked the Captaing 
of the three crews if they were willing to row in 
such water. They were not only willing, but 
anxious, said the Captains. That was where 
Freshmen anxiety overreached prudence, for 
the water was not fitto rowin. But row they 
would. 

Then they all got in splendid position at 11:17. 
For some reason the referee did not vive the 
word. His mistake then caused much trouble. 
Yale’s shell slipped away from its stakeboat, 
thrown from the grasp of the man who held its 
stern by tne sweep of the current, which struck 
it at an angle of about 30 degrees. Just as it got 
back Columbia’s shell was also swung off by the 
| same cause, Then, to add to the New-Yorkers’ 

trouble, the aucbor of its stakebout slipped 
away, and the stakeboat started rapidly down 
stream. The Columbians backed water up to the 
line, and once there and with its oars poised in 
air ready to embrace the curling, dancing wave< 
lets, the word was given. 

Twenty-four oars dipped nearly together 
and three coxswains bent forward and shouted 
at their oarsmen like young Indians. Columbia 
had the best of the start, but held it only mo- 
menturily. Ten lengths put Yuale’s prow iu 
trout and brought Harvard up on even terms 
with the New-Yorkers. From the three boats 
which followed the racers came simultanecusiy 
the characteristic cries of Columbia, Harvard, 
and Yale, roared in mighty chorus by strong- 
lunged young collegians as they bent to their 
‘work. Yale was pulling 36 strokes, Columbia 
38, and Harvard 35 tothe minute. ‘len strokes 
toid the trouble the rough water was to make, 
Yale‘and Columbia were spiashing badly, and: 
each dip of their oar blades sent miniature fount- 


ains flying into the air. Harvard, in the 
smoothest water, was rowing easily snd rowing 
well, a longer and better stroke to look at than 
their university crew pulls. 

Yale bad more than a haif length’s advantage 
in the first quarter of a mile.at which point 
Harvard and Columbia were making a fight for 
-second place, with the former having a slight 
‘advantage. In the next quarter the result of 
the raco was absolutely determined. Wither 
Yale's coxswain steered badiy or the current 
carried her shell over toward the Groton shore. 
At all events, she was too far to the east, and 
the coxswain put his helm to port to pass as 
_ Dear the first balf mile flag as the rules would 


allow. The shell was well on tbis course, 
‘and a length or more to the front, 
when in an instant it stopped as it 


i ft had struck a sna. The oars were dipped twice 
jmore only. The bow of the fragile shell was 
‘covered by the swell of an unusually larze wave. 
-f} It listed to starboard. There was an instant of 
confusion, a wild and aimless clawing of thé 
oarsin the air. Water poured over the wash- 
‘board and filled the shell, and then the bow, with 
.its paper deck broken, and the compartment 
‘filled, went out of sight. So did the eignt sturds 
‘oarsmen, But the Yalensians got their feet free 
trom the stretchers with rare good fortune, and 
for a moment only struggled inthe water. Tha 
| Yale launch ran up to them; a shower of 
‘| life-preservers, thrown by the men on the 
launch fell about them, and several members of 
“the crew caurht and he!d these until they were 
*he|ped on the launch. Capt. Stewart, the stroke, 
nd W. W. Ames, the coxswain, were the last 
fo to leave the wrecked and sinking shell. It 
was left floating in the water, and the crew, 
wrapped in sweating jackets, were then carried 
4 over the course and reached the finish line in 
* time to see Harvard win the nonors which might, 
and probably would, huve been theirs but’ for 
the accident. Would bave been theirs, one is led 
to say, because graduxtes of Harvard, as well ag 
of other colleges, who have seen the crews row 
for years, say that ro such Freshman trew ever 
sat in a boat as this one, 

While Yale was sinking, her great rival, still 
keeping in the best water of the course, and that 
was very bad, had forged ahead ana bad a lead 
of an open length over Columbia’s waterlogged 
crew. This they had increased to nearly twa 
when the mile flag was passed by Harvard, in 
§:41 from the start, Columbia being 4 seconds 
Jater in crossing the line. There Schrol!, No. 4 
of Harvard's crew, gave out and from this on 
pulled little more than his own weight, if he 
pulled that. Thecrew pulled well, bowever, in 
spite of this fact, and kept slowly but certainly 
forging further to the front. Columbia’s men 
were struggling bravely to keep their rivals 
from widening the gap and trying ta 
run them down. It wus working against 
great odds. With every dip of their oarg 
water went flying inthe air in great splasbes, 
for there was no way to dip the oar blades deep-« 
ly enouxh to give them a firm brace for the tell-« 
ing leverage. When the pause was made for tha 
recover, the graceful shell settled in the water, 
and the spiteful waves dashed up against the 
washboards, and as rig broke jumped into the 
shell and added to the beavy load they were al- 
ready carrying. To the detting man the chances 
were as seven to one that she would never reach 
the finish. Tothe average spectator it seemed 
,certain that the shell must be swamped betore 

‘the trip could be finished, and that it was not 
done was almost a miracie. Yet Coliimbia 
reached the half-mile flag only seven seconds 
behind Harvard—a coupie of boat lengths. 

Columbia's heavy-weight, Dresser, seemed to be 
distressed here, and his great strength bad ap-

But 
Harvard was happy and couldn’t heip it, and 
people who were not too thin-skinned enjoyed 
seeing them do it. So, too, they, enjoyed the 
vircus at the grand stand, where other Harvard 
Freshmen welcomed their crew with open arms 
pnd mouths, hugged them, and trotted them 
about on the turf, the idols of the hour. Co- 
jumbia’s crew wercé lifted from their water- 
logged shell, and then came the challenge al- 
ready refexsred to and declined by Harvard. 

Several thousands witnessed the race from the 
grand stand, the banks of the river, or from the 
tecks of the yachts which were anchored to the 
east of the course near the finish. Among these 
were the steam yachts Norma, Wanda, Cora, 
Drienta, Nereid, and Surprise, the schooners 
Nokomis and Phantom, and the sloops Vixen. 
Meteor, aud Walkyrie, of New-York, and the 
Windward, of Boston, besides a score of smaller 
sloops, cutters, and centreboards. People on 
the grand stand at the finish were badly misled 
during the race by the stupidity of some one 
who worked the signals, and who an- 
mounced that at the mile flag Columbia 
led by four lengths. So. too, the time 
Was announced at that point as 65:42 
for Columbia and 5:49 for Harvard. People are 
wandering about town to-night trying to find 
out how Columbia managed to lose such an ad- 
vantage,and areeven disposed to dispute the 
assertion of the Columbians and of the report- 
ers on the press boat that Columbia was in the 
rear all the time after the first quarter mile was 
rowed. Some of them appearasif they would 
never get over the delusion, 

The facts areas recited in the story above 
given astotime and distance. The official time 
at the quarters and halves cannot be given, be- 
dause none was kept.

THE UNIVERSITY RACE. 

THE HARVARD AND YALE STUDENTS BOTH 
CONFIDENT OF VICTORY. 
NeEw-Lonponx, July i.—College songs 
filled the air to-night. College colors on hats, 
canes, and in buttonholes adorned the collegians, 
who promenaded the streets in great squads. 
College dollars filled big envelopes that were 
being stuffed into the Crocker House safe at 
even money on Yale against Harvard for the 
great struggle between the university crews to- 
morrow. College songs and banjo playing filled 
New-London’s Opera House, and cheered the 
large audience assembied there to listen to Har- 
vara’s singing and Yale’stwanging of the banjo. 
Altogether, then, the quaint and aristocratic old 
city has taken on the appearance of a university 
town. And New-London seems to enjoy it, for 
avery Man, woman, and child in the town is out 

to seo and be seen. 
Every student or graduate here talks only of 
the chances of to-morrow’s race, and these are 


so extremely doubtful that hours have been 
ponsumed in arguing pro and con, before the 
wads of bijls of the arguers are produced and 
money deposited to back opinions. Yale con- 
tinues to be talked most of as the probable win- 
ner, At the bottom of this talk, and ag a reason 
for it,is the ct, which PFauikner, Harvard's 
coach, acknowledyes, that Colony, of the Har- 
vard crew, is trained joo fine, and may row him- 
self out before the race is haif finished, as he did 
in the Columbia race. Penrose, Harvard’s stroke, 
isnot trained enough, it is said, but isstrong and 
game, and he may be able not only to set the 
stroke, but to pullit through the race, and to 
better advantage than he did in the race last 
Saturday. Remington is notastrong man, be- 
cause he is thought to be trained too fine, but 
against these is set by the betting men what is 
called Harvard luck, and soine betting is even. 
Trainers and old boating men ]ook upon Yale as 
the more likely to win the race, judging solely 
from the performances of the crews in the 
races of last week and their appearance in 
practice on the river. 

Both crews were out on the river for a short 
time this evening. Yale practiced starts on the 
river above its boathouse. The Huarvards started 
down the river foraspurt, but after they had 
been practicing tor about 15 minutes one of 
their stretchers broke, and the crew went back 
to quarters to have their shell repaired. Both 
crews feel confident,and both hope for fair 
water and a good day. Should wind and water 
prove as unfavorable as it was to-day, the race 
will not be rowed at 11:30 o’clock, as is now in- 
bended. Instead, the race => ‘be postponed 
until Saturday at noon. Neither crew wili con- 
Sent to row except in the best of water, 
as 60 much is at stake on the result of 
this contest. Yale yesterday offered in case 
there should be bad water in the morning 
to row in theevening, when there is generally 
but yery little wind. They asked Harvard in 
puch case toconsent to start the race at the 
finish line and row up the river tothe starting 
line, This proposition was made because flood 
and wind, if there is any of the latter, could be 
taken advantage of only by rowing up stream. 
Harvard declined the proposition, on the ground 
that it would deprive New-London people and 
the public generally of a chance to see the race. 
There are no opportunities up the stream to see 
the finish. Under these conditions it is possibie 
that the race would go over to next week. 
Yale's men say this is what Harvard wants, in 
order to be-abie to get her crew back into a fit 
condition. 

Asto this condition, which eyery one is talk- 
ing about. a prominent Harvard graduate, who 
has figured as a stroke and coach to her ’Varsity 
crews, said to Tam TiIMEsS’s correspondent this 
evening: “‘I came here expecting to find Har- 
vard a beaten crew. I don’t think she is; some 
of her men are trained a trifie too fine, I admit, 
but if Yale follows ber programme and lets 
Harvard follow hers—that is, get a good lead in 
the first mile and a half—I think she can then 
recover sufficiently before Yale can catch ber to 
give the New-Haveners a good race to the 
finish. The whole race will depend upon Yale’s 
generaiship. Assuming that Harvard gets 
* pumped’ in the spurt of a mile for the.lead, 
and that Yale will be able to keep out of that 
confounded eel-grass, Yale’s chance of winning 
rests in her taking advantage of Harvard's 
Ww ess. If she waits a moment too long, 
Yale willlose. She must win, in my opinion, 
after the two-mile flag is poet.

YALE INSTALLS HER NEW HEAD, 

DR. TIMOTHY DWIGHT. 

HE RECEIVES A VERY FLATTERING RECEP- 
TION AND MAKES AN EXTENDED AD- 
DRESS ON COLLEGE AFFAIRS. 

New-Haven, Conn., July 1.—With due 
and fitting ceremonies to-day Yale College in- 
stalled her twelfth President, Timothy Dwight, 
grandson of the scholar of the same name who 
became the executive head of the institution in 

1795. Timothy seems to have been a favorite 

name with Yale Presidents. Three of them 

have borne it, while Abraham, Samuel, Elisha, 

Thomas, Naphtali, Ezra, Jeremiah, Theodore, 

and Noah have bad one representative apiece. 

Never dia a President entering upon his office 

receive a more flattering reception than did 

President Dwight to-day. To begin with, 

there was a procession from the campus 

to the Centre Church, where the exercises 
of the day were to be held. At the 
head of the procession came the band 
and then Major John ©. Kinney, of Hartford, 

Yale ‘61, Marshal of the day, and his assistant 

marshals, C. H. Farnam, EB. R. Sargent, H. C. 

White, Col. F. L. Bigelow, E. C. Lambert, C. W. 

Goodrich, W. J, Hunt, and ©. L. Hare,-followed 

by Sheriff Gates, President Porter, and President 

Dwight, Gov. Harrison, and Lieut.-Gov. Cooke, 

members of the corporation, and Prof. B. F. Dex- 

ter, and Treasurer of Yale College H.C. Kings- 
ley. Prof. Dexter bore a plush case containing 
the college charter and a silver box which held 
the college seal. In the ranks which fol- 


lowed were ex-Govs. Ingersoll, Miner, and 
Holly, the Board of Visitors of the 
Scientific School, the Council of the 


School of Fine Arts, members of the Faculty, 
Presidents Eliot, of Harvard; McCosh of Prince- 
ton; Smith, of Trinity; Northrop, of Minnesota 
University; Hastings, of the Union Theological 
Seminary, and Turner, of Illinois University; 


Prof. Johnson, of the University of New-York; 
Dr. Green, and Profs. Patton, Duffield, Cameror, 
und Rockwood, of Princeton; Prof. Wilcox, of 
the Chicago Theological Seminary; Prof. Gibbs, 
of Rutgers Seminary, and Prof Paine, of Bangor 
Seminary; Judges Strong, Brown, and Shipman,

Alumniin the order of classes, led by the Rev. 
Dr. Wickham, of Manchester, Vt.,a member of 
the Class of 1815 and next to the oldest living 
graduate. Last of all came the Ciass of '86. Cen- 
tre Church was crowded as it never was before, 
the galleries being filled with ladies, and the 
main floor hardly furnishing standing room to 
the throngs. 

£x-President Woolsey opeped the services 
with prayer and then Dr, Porter rose to make 
his last address ag President. Between himeelf 
and the graduates and undergraduates there had 
always existed a certain fellowship that , was 
pleasant in theextreme. He was anxious to ex- 
press his gratitude for the many kindnesses that 
had been extended to him and was rejoiced that 
the friend of his youthand early life bad been 
chosen to succeed him. For 12 yeurs previous to 
his aocepting the Presidency he had been 
associated with Prof. Dwight. He only 
hoped tbat the undergraduates would mani- 
fest the same spirit of loyalty toward 
his successor as they had ever manifested toward 
himself, President Porter then presented his 
successor tothe corporation and Faculty, the 
graduates, the undergraduates, and the citizens 
of New-Haven. The whole audience were then- 
requested to rise and by so doing acknowledge 
as President of Yale College Dr. Timothy 
Dwight, President Dwight then took the official 
chair, and ex-President Porter sat down beside 
him. Prof. Tracy Peck delivered the Latin con- 
gratulatory address, and at its close the naw 
President began his inaugural address, in the 
course of which he said: 


* Yale College is to be a university. That is what 
we who belong to it are all saying to one another 
to-day. The thought itself is the Inspiration of 
the hour. But how is the end to be secured and 
what are the ideas which this university is to 
represent? The work which we have before us 
js one of development under conditions already 
in a Jarge measure determined. There are two great 
facts connected with the past which must determine 
our action, The first is that our university must be 
built upon the foundation of an already existing col- 
lege. For more than a hundred years this college 
constituted the whole institution and had as a natural 
consequence occupied the main thought of those who 
had the yeneral interests in charge. ‘he professional 
schools, which were all of them tounded during the 
first quarter of the present century, were at the begin- 
ning smaliin number of students and weak in re- 
sources. Such being the order of growth in the institu- 
tion, it was a matter of Courso—we may elmost say of 
necessity—that the old orlginai college should continue 
in every sense to hold the pre-eminent position. Witn- 
in the last 30 years the condition of things has greatly 
changed. The college, or academica! department. as 
we call it, has until now, through the influence of past 
history, traditions, and other causes, remained in the 
first rank und attracted to itself the larger share of 
attention and regard. A certain want of unity or co- 
ordination has been the result, which the development 
of the university must remove. Yet we cannot in the 
immediate future ignore or set aside the past in this 
regard. ‘the development must be with a full recog- 
nition of this past fact. I cannot but feel that we are 
now at a period in our history. and in « condition of 
things when this work of co-ordination can be success- 
fully accomplished. The work of instruction in 
the academica! department which has falien to the 
President, and called him to be a Professor with nu- 
merous added duties, is now assigned to able men oc- 
cupying permanent chairs. Leis to be so far released 
from the obligations which have hitherto rested 
upon him that he' may have time and strength 
to meet and work with*the several Faculties and 
may stand ina like relation to all branches or the 
university. The President is not likely to bea mere 
business agent giving his attention only to its financial 
and material interests, and he should not beso. He 
should come into contact with the students and should 
bave an opportunity to exert an intellectual and 
moral influenes uponthem. He must be ateacher in 
some way and in some measure. But he can- 
not do everything. In the era now beginning he is re- 
leased from some duties that he may beable to as- 
sume otbers which are ually essentiel. Prominent 
* among these is the duty which liesin the line of untty 
and co-ordination. 

“ We are now only at theturning peint. This move- 
ment wili, lam sure, be in the right direction and will 
never go backward. It will involve recognition of 
all degrees conferred upon students at their gradua- 
tion as making them equally sons cf this university. 
It will call for the deliberation of the severa) Facul- 
tiles on matters pertaining to the general well being. 
It wiil. perhaps, lead tothe closer union of different 
departments in certain lines of instruction where the 
work of students can be thus combineg. It will gradu- 
ally increase the number of university teachers. It will 
doubtless Gemand a very considerable increase of uni- 


leges the growing period has not wholly passed away. 
It ts our plan; it willbe the partof those who foilow 
us to reap the fruits, But there is a giory and inspira- 
tion at the beginning if we only plan largely and wise- 
ly. The second great fact is that the department 
which wecallthe undergraduate contains much the 
largest number of students. In the development of 
our university we needa recognize this fact. We can- 
not begin from the hjgher departments and work 
downward, but must rather move outward and upward 
from these sections which are preparatory for the dis- 
tinctive and professional! studies of a later period. The 
pian of the cullege bas invoived two undergraduate 
departments, one making provision fur that course of 
see? required to fit any person of liberal education 
tor his mature life, the other furnishing instruction 
along those lines which especially lead to scientific re- 
search. The two departments have moved on side 
by side for many yeurs: we believe that they are 
to move forward in the same way herezfter. 
I cap but believe that when the result shali have been 


solutely the best one that could be conceived, is 
eaually good with any other, and that it is the best for 
us pecause it develops itself by a growth, not by a 
serice of revolutions. In the co-ordinating and unify- 
ing era upon which we are now to enter, the three 
professional schvols will more completely assume 
their rightful position around the common centre than 
‘they did in former times and will have more fully the 
thoughtful care of the guardians of the general in- 


rest. 

“The idea which our college is to represent as it grows 
into a university is this, as it seems to me to be the 
historic idea of this place. The end is not to be ac- 
camplished by an entire and sudden breaking away 
from what bas been established hore. or by an imita- 
tion of what has been done by others who may be un- 
der conditions and influences greatly different from 
ourown. For myself, I am a thorough hopeful be- 
liever in the future and would press forward toward it 
—a future of our own, but a future which has promise 
and life and blessing in it—the future of Yale College 
asit becomes a university. 

“In connection with this historic development, which 
bears in itthe promise of the coming era, there are 
two great ideas of education whicn have been held to 
be essential to the college life and which are essential 
also to the university life if itis to have a vital union 
with the past. One of these has relation to the mind, 
the other to tbe character. The fundsemental 


idea of our theory of mental education is, 
I think, that of the superiority of man to 
his uses. Our primal thought has been to 


develop the individual man roundly and fully in him- 
self. ‘‘he service which he does for the world is the 
material outcome of what he is. Education is like 
Christianity in this regard. Christianity seeks first to 
lead its disciples to be good and then to do good. Bo it 
is with true education. It does for the mind what re- 
ligion does for the heart. it builds up and builds 
out the man. The disputes about education which have 
filled the air for the last few years, we may well 
remember, are not yet ended, It will beastrangething 
in the world’s history if in this regard the permanent 
future does not find ita fountain of life in the per- 
manent pust. As we grow in the future toward the 
realization of the university idea we must, if we move 
according to Yale thought, keep stexdil 
same pathway of morsl training. Itis the priceless 
privilege of a university teacher to help the manly 
youth around him in their souls’ living, to make them 
more generous, more truthful, more fit for life 
in thi,’ earnest and struggling world, more 
worthy of love and respect. 1f I were not hope- 
ful that the young men of these coming years would 
look back in after life upon some blessing for their 
souls’ livir ¢ derived from their intercourse with me 
and the friendly relation whioh existed between us 
here, I would turn aside from the office which opens 
before me at this very hour of its bezinning. Tho gift 
which the fathers who founded the college prized above 
all others, the one which they banded down to their de- 
scendants as the most precious of inheritances, was the 
Christian truth. It abides here to-cay,and I believe 
that it shell abide here agthe coliege passes into the 
univeraity and through all the future. 

This afternoon President Dwight gave a recep- 
tion to the Alumni and invited guests at the art 
school and later in the day attended an informal 
reception giyen by Francis E. Harrison, of this 
city, to the Class of 49, of which the new Presi- 
dent was a member.

COLLECTOR HEDDEN DELIGHTED,

A COMPLETE TURN-OVER IN TRE LOCAL 
CIVIL SERVICE BOARD. 

Andrew D. Parker, private secretary 
unto Collector Hedden, is a very useful person- 
age down at the Custom House nowadays. He 
got intoagroove yesterday where he can be 
pushed along to delight the Democratic soul of 
Hedden, Beattie and company, who have become 
somewhat nauseated with the vile odors of civil 
service reform. As was explained in Tar Trmzs 
yesterday, an order came lately from Washing- 
ton directing the local Board of Civil Service 
Examiners to elect their own officers hereafter, 


-instead of having their Chairman and Sec- 


retary appointed. as hitherto has been 
the case, by the Civil Service Commis- 
sioners at Washington. A meeting under 


this new order was held at the Custom House 
yesterday aiternoon, It lasted an hour, and 
two or three things happened before there was 
an adjournment, And chief of these things was 
the ousting of Chairman Comstock and Se¢re- 
tary Babcock from their offices and the election, 
with a hurrah, of Private Secretary Parker to 
be Chairman, and Deputy Collector Arthur 
Berry—who has been charged with “running 
the Collector’—to be Secretary. Then the good 
spoilsmen showed their gice. Now would they 
make plain their maniy contempt for the hum- 
bug of civil service reform. Here was victory 
for Andrew Jackson Democracy; here was hap- 
piness for all the Alderman Sterling contingent ! 

it was a bigwer victory than at first appeared. 
The innocent-looking littl communication 
from the Civil Service Commissioners giving 
the iocal board the power to choose its own ofii- 
cers was a disguise for a stalwartscheme. The 
Collector and his troop of partisan place jobbers 
have been ireful a long time because of the 
narrow-minded oObstructionists, Comstock and 
Babcock. Pretty pees for grabbing offices 
have been interfered with by that twain of un- 
sympathetic gentlemon. They were really hon- 
est believers 1n reform; they really wanted to 
see the law carried out; they really thought 
that a good public service was to be preferred 
above the elevation of ward workers.

THE NAVY YARD DESERTED, 





OVER 1,000 RMPLOYES LAID OFF BECAUSE 
OF LACK OF FUNDS. 

A general order signed by Commodore 
Ralph Chandler and posted on the gates of the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard yesterday told that over 
1,000 employes had beed temporarily laid off on 
account of lack of money to pay their wages. 
When tne Commodore was spoken to onthe 
subject he said the lock-out was due to want of 
action on the part of the Senate. As the 
regular Naval Appropriation bill had not 
yet been passed by Congress a temporary 
relief ‘bill ‘was framed and passed in 
the House, but was still under considera- 
tion in the Senate. The fiscal year ended 
Wednesday night, and there was nothing for the 
Commodore to do but to suspend the employes 
for whose wages no money had been provided. 
This is the most extensive lock-out since 1876, 
when there was a general suspension of business 
for a similar reason. 

In the various departments Commodore Chand- 
ler’s order was obeyed almost to the letter. Con- 
tractor Pook retained only three assistants, and 
Chief-Engineer Rovie kept only one man, his 
chief clerk, Mr. Williamson, A telegram from 
Sccretary Whitney, in which he expressed the 
hope that he would be able to obtain temporary 


relief in a few days, was received late yesterday 
afternoon.

DID NOT SEE THE HOLE. 
To the Editor of the New-ork Timea : 

The Tribune of to-day contains a 
“special” dispatch from New-London giving 
certain reasons for the defeat of the Harvard 
crew by Columbia on Saturday last, To any 
one who witnessed the contest further explana- 
tion of the result is unnecessary. The start was 
even, and the struggle for tho first mile 
was desperate, After that to every man 
on the spot it was evident that the superb 
Harvard eight were being clearly outrowed and 
that they had no business with tbe New-York 
men. Then why has Harvard this ‘number of 
reasons to give for tbe defeat,” as alleged by the 
dribune’s correspondent? And why, if these rea- 
sons are as puerile as those enumerated, are they 
given? A hole in their shell, the patch of which 
came off in the first mile, is the first. As a rule 
men engaged in such an all-absorbing affair as a 
four-mile race have small opportunity for look- 
ing into the bottom of their boat for little holes, 
and besides, at the finish there was no indication 
that the Harvard boat was full of water. The 
report also has it that they spurted a half mile 
too soon, namely, at the three-mile flag. At 
that point Columbia Jed by about three lengths, 
rowing easily at 33. Yet, notwithstanding this 
alleged premature spurt, Harvard di not 
gain a foot, but on the contrary Columbia 
without varying her stroke, except for the final 
spurt, increased her lead and won by about 10 
lengthe. No doubt defeat was a bitter aiek" 
pointment to the Harvard crew and their ad- 
mirers, who had been led to believe that the 
eight was well nigh invincible. But is it notin 

“very poor taste for the representative eight of a 
great university to seek toy explain away a 
square beat on the merits with such petty ex- 
cuses? It seems to violate some of the rules of 
the etiquette of college rowing, or did all this 
needless and werk reasoning emanate from the 
brain of the Tribune's “special.” who doubtiess 
isa Harvard man?

THE PROPOSITION TO FURNISH TELE-

Superintendent James Crowley, who for 
25 years has had charge of the police telegraph 
system, said yesterday that he thought the Com- 
missioners would act unwisely if they at 
once adopted Commissioner Voorhis’s prop- 
Osition to substitute telephonic commu- 
nication in the police service for tele- 
graphic communication by the dial 


method. It would take time for the Police 
Sergeants in the several station houses to be- 
come accustomed to the new process of trans- 
Mitting police business,and meanwhile there 
would be no means of rapid communication 
with accuracy. *“* The Metropolitan Telegraph 
and Teiephone Company,” he said, “is suspi- 
ciously anxious to put its wires up and its tele- 
phones into operation in the police service. The 
Commissioners should investigate the matterand 
ascertain what its object is and how it proposes 
to goto work. Inmy opinion thefcompany is 
only using the police service to enable it to 
cover the city with its wires and avoic so far as 
possible putting them under ground, and wou'!d 
be perfectiy willing to furnish the service with- 
out compensation. No questions could be asked 
when their men are stringing up wires 
throughont the city. or if any inquisitive 
ofticiai should ask the question all the lineman 
would have to do would be to produce his per- 
mit showing that the line was for police use.

GOV. HILL GIViS A HEARING Ok 
THE MAYORS CHARGES. 
AN EFFORT TO PRESERVE HIS POSITION AS 
PRESIDENT OF THE BOARD OF HEALT# 
ON TECHNICAL GROUNDS. 

ALBANY, July 1.—Gov. Hill was a close 
listener this afternoon to the arguments upon 
the charges of Mayor Grace against Gen. Alex- 
ander Shaler, President of the Health Board of 
New-York. Gen. Shaler appeared in person, and 
was accompanied by his counsel, Mr. Eliht 
Root. Mayor Grace was represented by Assist. 
ant Corporation Counsel Frank Scott. In opens 
ing his argument Mr. Root acknowledged the 
courtesy of the Governor in granting the hears 
ing. Mayor Grace, he said, had found Gen, 
Shaler guilty of only one charge, and tbat re« 
lated to the purchase of the property in Madi 
son-avenue, between Ninety-fourth and Ninety. 
fifth streets, for an armory for the Eighth Regi. 
ment. Gen. Shaler was a member of the Armor¥ 


Commission which selected this property by 
reason of his being at the time the Major-General 
of the First Division of the National Guard. As 
such he was a State officer, and acted in no other 
capacity. He had twice been tried on an indict 
ment and had not been convicted. 

Goy. Hill interrupted long enough to say that 
be had had no chance to give the case any at» 
tention as yet. He would ask for information, 
therefore, if the point which counsel desired te 
make was not whether a party holding oue of+ 
fice, who was guilty of bribery, could be ousted 
from another and entirely distinct office. 

Mr. Root replied in the affirmative. He then 
argued that, as the Mayor’s charges related to ne 
act in any wise connected with the oiflice of 
President of the Board,of Health, Gen. Shaler 
could not be disturbed. AS a member of the 
Board of Health Gen. Shaler had violated no 
law of the municipality. The Mayor could not 
try aman foracrime having no relation to hig 
Oftice. Mr. Root cited several cases, among 
them that of Mundy against the Fire Commis- 
sioners, to show that removal from office must 
be based upon some misconduct connected with 
the office held by the accused. 

Mr. Scott said he would ignore altogether the 
aerate that Gen. Shaler had been guilty of 

wribery. He would admit that had the General 
been accused of burgtary, rape, or murder, the 
Mayor could not have triea any such charge, 
A jury trial and a conviction would have to be 
obtained before the Mayor could attempt ta 
oust him from office. But the Mayor could act 
in a case like this, where the laws of the munic- 
ipality bad been violated. These laws had been 
disobeyed in two particulars, and so the Mayor 
specifically charged. The only questions before 
the Governor were the sufficiency of these 
charges and the jurisdiction of the Mayor. Mr, 
Scott denied. that Gen. Sbaler’s offenses wer¢ 
committed asa State officer. Asa State officer 
he became a member of the Armory Board. Ag 
such he was given an opportunity, and he em. 
braced it, of violating the municipal law, and he 
.could be held answerable. 

The two offenses of which Gen. Shaler had 
been guilty Mr. Scott maintained were fraud 
against the city and the possession of an intere 
est in a city contract. Section 57 of the Consoli- 
dated act, be said, covered the fraudulent 
offense in these words: ** Any officer of the City 
Government, or persons employed in its service, 
who shall willfully violate or evade any of th@ 
provisions of law, or commit any fraud upon 
tho city, or convert any of the public property 
to his own use, or, knowing it, permit any othes 
person s0 to convert it,or by gross or culpa~ 
ble neglect of auty allow the same ta 
be lest to the city, shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and in addition to the penalties 
imposed by Jaw, and on conviction, shall rorfeit 
his office and be excluded forever after from ree 
ceiving or hoiding any Office under the City Gove 
ernment.” The fraud in this case, Mr. Scott 
contended, consisted in recommending to the 
Sinking Fund Commissioners that the Eighth 
Regiment Armory piot be purchased for $35,000 
raore than the owners§were willing to sell it for, 
This was clearly an offense against the city oor-« 
poration, carrying with it a forfeiture of office, 

Mr. Scott bused the second charge against Gen 
Shaler upon section 59 of the Consolidated act, 
which says, in part, that ‘“‘no member of the 
Common Council, head of department, chief of 
bureau, deputy thereof, or clerk therein, or 
other officer of the corporation shall be or bee 
come, directly or indirectly, interested in or in 
the performance of any contract, work, or busi- 
ness, or the sale of any article, the expense, 
price, or consideration of which is payable 
from the City Treasury or by any assesssment 
levied by any act or ordinance of the Common 
Council, nor in the purchase or lease of any real 
estate or other property,” &c, While at the 
head of the Health Board Gen. alg had, Mr. 
Scott said, become interested in the Bale of this 
armory pilot to the extent of $9,000. which was 
used inthe paymentiof certain mertgages. It 
made no difference what clothes Gen. Shaler 
wore when he became interested in this pur- 
chase, whether the uniform of the General or 
the regalia of a Master of Masons. The fact re- 
mained that he was at the time the head of the 
Department of Health, and that he therefore 
became culpable. 

Goy. Hill was deeply interested in these two 
points, ashis whole manner indicated. At the 
‘ close, of Mr. Scott’s argument he asked that 
briefs be submitted to him by both sides as soon 
as posaible. 





CATTLE SUFFER FROM DROUGHT, 
a 
BAD CONDITION OF AFFAIRS IN TWO GREAT 
SECTIONS OF TEXAS, 

Fort Wortu, Texas, July 1.—General 
reports received to-day from over the State 
show that two great cattle sections of Texag 
are suffering from drought, one west of the 
central part of the State, and the other in tho 
northwest, extending into the pan handle; These 
reports give the most gloomy outlook for cat- 
tle andcrops. In the western country the grass 
is completely burned up. There is not enough 
to Summer the herds and none to Winter them, 
Cattle are nv fatter than they were last Spring. 
After having passed through the Winter, the 
calves have nearly all died. The grass is too far 
gone to be benefited by rains in this sea- 
son. Ranchmen are moving their herds as 
rapidly as possible. Trouble has occurred on the 
trail in New Mexico, where 180,000 head oftcattie 
from the drought districts of Westerr Texas are 
traveling northward through New Mexico. They 
are headed for;the{Trichera Pass, which has been 
fenced by local stockmen and is defended by a 
large armed force. These immense herds must 
get through the pass or die, as they are too weak 
to be driven back into Texas. A bloody fight is 
looked tor, Cattiemen of North Texas are await- 
ing almost breathlessly the outcome of the mcet- 
ing of cattlemen at Kansas City for the purpose, 
if possible, of inducing President Cleveland to 
reconsider the order expelling cattle from tie 
indian Territory. Texas cattlemen estimate 
their loss at $8,000,000, by having their cattle run 
out of the Territory.

STREET RAILROAD FRANCHISES. 
CONDITIONS UNDER WHICH THE ALDERMEN 


MAY GRANT THEM. 
Corporation Counsel Lacombe vesterday 


sent to the Clerk of the Common Council an im- 
portant opinion in answer to a resolution passed 
by the Board of Alderman on June 23 re- 
guesting to be informed “in what man- 
per and to what extent the provisions of 
chapter 252 of the Laws of 1884 andthe mode of 


proceeding thereunder are modified, changed, 


or otherwise affected by the act passed on June 
16, 1886, and entitled ‘ An act to amend chapter 
65 of the Laws of 1884, entitled **An act to se- 
sure adequate compensetion for the right to 
construct, maintain, use, operate, or extend 
railroads in cities and villages;"* also, the 
legal effect of said amendatory law as reiates to 
railroads operated by cable.” Mr. Lacombe 
says that it is practically impossible to answer a 
general question such as is contained in the first 


part of the resolution so comprehensively as to 
cover every specified case which may hereafter 
arise. He suggests that the most practical way 
to meet the inquiry will be tc indicate genoreliy 
the proceeding to be hereafter adopted by the 
Board of Aldermen in disposing of consent, for 
the operation of street surface railroads under 
the act. This the Corporation Counsel proceeds 


to do in the following languago:

“T find nothing in the later act which, in my opinion, 
fispenses with the requirements of the act of 1584, 

he two acts may fatriy be interpreted es requiring 
the Common Council in the frst instance to determine, 
upen written application to be made to them, whether 
©r not a railroad should be constructed in any partic- 
ular street or streets, &c., anc 2lso-as requiring such 
@etermination to de made oniy nfter an advertisement 
$n the manner provided in s«ction 4 of chapter 2u2 of 
the Laws of 1854, viz.. for st least 14 days in two duily 
hewspapers of the city to be designated by the Mayor. 
Tho consent which is given by the Board of Aldermen, 
however, must now contain 9s one of its conditions a 
provision that the right of using ihe street, &c., shall 

e sold at pupiic auction in the manner pro- 
vided by chapter 642 of the Laws of 15888. 
At thetime of acting uponthis application fer con- 
gent, and beforetheconsentis advertised to be sold, 
the conditions of the said consent must be determined 
upon. Besides the one aiready referred to, (viz., that 
the right of using the strects, &c.. must be solid.) the 
two acts contain the following upon the subject of con- 
ditions: ‘The consent of the looal authorities, * * * 
when granted, shall be upon the express condition that 
the provisions of thisact pertinent thereto shail bea 
complied with.’ (Section 4, chapter 252, Laws of 1884.) 
It isfurther provided in section lof the actof 1856 
that prior to the sale notice ‘of the conditions upon 
which the consent of said loca! authorities forthe con- 
struction, maintenance, use, operation, or extension of 
euch street railroad * * * will be given, shall be 
published.’ ” 


Mr. Lacombe says that it would be unsafe to 
undertake to enumerate in advance all the con- 
ditions which it might bein the power of the 
Common Council to annex to such consents as it 
may hereafter decide to give. Hach application 

ust be considered by itseif as it is presented. 

n every case, however, the conditions should 
specifically ‘require the congentee to do ail that 
the statutes require.”

ALBANY, July 1.—The letter sent yester- 
day by the Attorney-General to ex-Judge Dit- 
tenhoefer, counsel for the old Excise Board, in 
regard to quo warranto proceedings, referred to 
a previous letter sent to Commissioner Andrews 
en June 21. That Jetter recommended that the 
old and new boards should agree in a stated 
case, the old board having signified its willing- 
ness to surrender the office, books, papers, and 
records and to make no attempt to exercise the 
functions of office pending the decision.

& CORONER'S JURY PLACES THE CRIME ON 
DRISCOLL’S SHOULDERS, 

An inquest in the case of Lizzie, or 
Bridget, McGarrity, who was killed at No. 163 
Hester-street on the morning of June 24, was 
held by Coroner Nugent and a jury in the Coro- 
ner’s office yesterday. Daniel Driscoll and John 
McCarty, who were arrested on charges of 
being concerned in the woman's death, were 
taken to the inquest, heavrly handcuffed.

Mrs. Carrie Wilson said that she was in the hall 
of No. 168 Hester-street, when Bridget Garrity 
and Daniel Driscoll entered the house. Bridget 
entered the parlor, where McCarty and some 
friends were playing cards and drinking. Dris- 
coll remained inthe hall. Bridget nodded her 
head to Driscoli, who immediately Grew his re- 
volver ana fired through the jamb of the door 
gt McCarty. The peoplein the parlor made a 

sh to the back room. Driscoli ran along the 

all and pointing bis revolver through the rear 
poorway. firedegain. Rridget Garrity fell to the 
oor. 

** Were you sober that morning?” asked Dris- 
eoll’s counsel.

Emanuel Duros, who sald that he played ball 
in Summer and peddied in Winter, testified that 
when Driscoll fired at McCarty, the card players 
umped out of the back window.

The jury returned a verdict that Briaget Gar- 

ity came toher death at the hands of Daniel 
Driscoll. No mention was made cf McCarty. 

riscoll read from a paper as follows: ** J am in- 
necent, and I have plenty of witnesses to prove 
my innocence, but having been acvised by my 
counsel that a Coroner's verdict exonerating mo 
would give no power to discharge me from 
custody, I reserve the calling of my witnesses 
ie tried before a jury inthe proper tri- 
unal.

Kitty V. Derrickson’s suit to have set 
aside as a nullity a decree of divorce granted to 
her husband, William W. Derrickson, about the 
time he died, is on trial before Judge Ingrabam, 
in the Superior Court, Special: Term.

acting on the advice of her counsel, put in no 
evidence. Her counsel cross-examined the de- 
tectives and relied on the bad character of the 
men for proof of their unworthiness as wit- 
messes. But the Referee reportedin favor of a 
decree of divorce, and the court confirmed his 
report. The decree was filed onthe afternoon 
‘of Feb. 3, 1885. Derrickson died thesame day.

A REPENTANT MOONSHINER. 

LovuiIsvitxt£, Ky., July 1.—For several 
years R. Peak, who lives near Grabamton, 
in Mead County, has been running an unlicensed 
still. Itgradually became to be known about 
the neighborhood, but it was a long time before 
any one discovered the whereabouts of the 
““moonshine” factory. It finally came out, 
however, that he had built a room under his 


houses, in which the still was placed, and ali the 
operations of making whisky ona smal! scaie 
were successfully carried on. The smoke 
escaped through the chimney of the house. 
When this became known some of the neigh- 
bors went to Peak and combined in an earnest 
protest tosuch a thing as a wiidcat still in the 
neighborhood. His wife, who had been 
always opposed to the viclation of the law, 
added her entreaties, and finally Peak 
yielded. Last Friday Peak sent a friend to 
Louisville, who went to Capt. Gross with an offer 
to surrender his piant, on condition that Peak 
should not be prosecuted. Capt. Gross referred 
him to Collector Cox, to whom such anapplica- 
tion properly goes, and to District Attorney 
Wickiiffe, who alone hasaright to promise not 
to prosecute. Terms were arranged satisfacto- 
rily with both these gentlemen, and it was agreed 
that Peak should deliver the still and the rest of 
the outfit to Deputy Collector Humphreys, of 
Bardstown, in whose division Mead County ie, 
at any station Mr. Humphreys should designate. 
Tipton was named as the place, and on Monday 
Peak delivered the still there for Humphreys. 
The other apparatus, together with the tubs, 
beer, &c., will be given up to the Government or 
destroyed.on the ground. This is the first instance 
~ e of the voluntary surrender of an illicit 
still. 














BUFFALO'S REFORMERS INDIGNANT. 

BuFFALo, July 1.—There is an organiza- 
tion in this city known as the Citizens’ Reform 
Association, whose object is to obtain a strict 
enforcement of the laws, particularly those re- 
lating to excise matters.

BUFFALO'S LAKE TRADE. 

Burratro, N. ¥., July 1.—The receipts of 
flour at Buffalo by lake during the month of 
June, compared with the receipts for the corre- 
sponding month of 1885, show an increase of 
329,664 barrels. In wheat there is a decrease of 
64,874 bushels, in corn a decreaso of 1,127,677 
bushels, in oats an increase of 849,169 bushels, in 
rye an increase of 10,025 bushels. The total de- 
crease for the month in ali kinds of grain is 
832,882 bushels; but by reducing the flour to 
wheat there 1s a tota! increase of 815,488 bushels. 
Compared with last season the receipts to July 1 
show an increase of 849,906 barrels of flour. In 
grain of all kinds an increase of 7,601,516 bush- 
els, and in all grain (flour reduced to wheat) an 
increase of 11,851,596 bushels.

Ho was followed by the 
Rev. Dr. Lustig, who delivered the dedication 
sermon in German. Mr. H. Harris, Vice-Presi- 
dent of the congregation, deposited the docu- 
ments underneath the cornerstone, and Mr. H. 
Stone, Chairman of the Building Committee, 
presented the trowel to the President, Jacob. 
Bennett, who officiated at the lowering of the 
stone, After the stone was put in piace the Rey, 
Dr. Marx Cohn spoke in German. After this 
Judge David McAdam mede a long address con- 
gratulating the Building Committee on its suc- 
cess and wished the members of the congrega- 
tion long life to enjoy their new synagogue, ond 
health to enable them to do honor to God in the 
handsome structure.

THE AUTOPSY ON THE REMAINS OF BAVA- 
RIA’S MAD RULER: 

The Medical Record will print to-morrow 

the following?in regard to the results of the 

autopsy on the body of the-late King of Bavaria: 


“ Great interest attaches to the question of 
tho alleged inadness of the late Kine Louis of 


Bavaria. Many have hinted tnat his eccentric:- 
ties were purposely 6€xaggerated by those about 
him, and that he was not in reality insane. A 
leading English medical journal takes this view. 
The fulireport of the autopsy. which we give 
below, willtherefore be read with close atten- 
tion. Itseems that on June 8 Prof. yon Gud- 
den, Dr. Hagen, Prof. Grashey, and Dr. Hubrich 
deposed under oath (1) that Ring Louis was suf- 


fering from a well-advanced form of mertal 
disturbance, kmown to altenists as para..ea 
(Verrlicktheit;) (2) that this form of disease was 
one of aeeen progressive development, and 
was, in is Majesty’s case, then incurable; (3) 
that through this disease the free will of think- 
ing was completely destroyed, and he was per- 
manently incapacitated for governing. 

“Such was tho unanimous opinion of the phy- 
sicians mentioned, The post-mortem was made 


by Prof, Rijdinver, in the presence of Prot, 
Grashey and Drs, Kerschensteiner, Halm, Hu- 


brich, and Riickert. Marked changes of various 
forms and of a degenerative nature were found 


-in the skull, brain, and meninges. These changes 


were partly abnormal developments, partly 
chronic inflammations of old and recent date, 
and ure described as foilows: 

“Tne scalp was very thick and enormously 
vascular, The skull was dispropertionately 
small and asymmetrical. Forexample, the diag- 


onal diameter from tho left brow to the right 
side of the occiput was 17.2 centimeters, 
while from the right brow to the left occiput it 
was 17.9 centimeters. The skull was extraordi- 
marliy thin, its thickest portion being only .3 
millimeters. The corenai and sagittal sutures 
on the inner surface of the sku!l were complete- 
ly ossified. The lengitudinal sinus was too much 
dilated posteriorily and narrowed anteriorily. 


There were several large and small bony pro- 


tuberances on both sides of the inner surface of 
the frontal bone. Whe dura mater was in gener- 
a} much thickened, especially over the frontal 
bone, where it was vascular and rourhened. 
The left petrous bone showed e& projection which 
corresponded toa depression in the temporal 
lobe. The tentorium was irrerulariy thickened, 
and on stretching appeared porous and triable. 
Ali the bioogd vessels of the base were flied with 
a dark fluid blood, ' 

“he brain, without the dura, weighed 1,349 
grams, or about 4844 ounces. The arachnoid on 
both convexities of the cerobrum was thickened 
and milky-looking. At one place, about at the 
junction of the left first frontal and the ascend- 

ng frontal, the pia and arachnoid membrancs 
had become thickened and raised by fibrous pro- 
liferation. Tho skull over this point was almost 
as thinas paper. In certain localities on both 
sides the convolutions appeared shrunken, viz., 
at the beginning of all three of the frontal con- 
volutions, the mesal parts of the anterior cen- 
trai convolutions, and in the region of the 
middle of the post-central fissure, The brain 
substance was vascular and egoft. No micro- 
scopic examination has yet been made. 

“The account thus given apparently does re- 
veal degenerative changes. Taken in connection 
with the personal and fumuly history they place 
the insanity of the King beyond all reasonable 
doubt, and make it quite unnecessary to sup- 
pose that there was any dark conspiracy in con- 
nection with his tragic end.” 


A NEW SECRET SOCIETY. 

St. Louis, July 1.—Several very impor- 
tant meetings of the leaders of the Law and 
Order League have been held recently both here 
and at Sedalia, Mo. A prominent officer of the 
league says that these meetings have been much 
more general in character than those previously 
held, the intention being to establish an organi- 
zation from one end of thecountry to the other 
in support of law and order which can be largely 
massed if necessary at one point. For instance, 
in case of trouble in St. Louis with which tne 
leaguo here could not cope the preparations now 
being made are for the purpose of enabling the 
local officials to call on Chicago or any other 
place for reinforcements, the members being 
bound to answer sucha call ata moment’s no- 
tice. The organization in this respect is partak- 
ing more of the charactor of the nationsl minute 
men, though the members say they hope they 
will never dg called on to perform that kind of 
Guty. The league, which had its origin in Seda- 
lia, has been rapidiy enforced by some of the 
leadiug secret society men in the country, 
Legion of Honor members and Masons being 
prominent, and the workings and managemeat 
of these sccieties have been consolidated and 
the best pointe culled out. Beginning in Sedalia 
and spreading to De Soto and Hannibal, Mo., it 
was soon taken up by St. Louis, when it really 
began to boom and spread rapidly to Carondelet 
and Clarksville, Mo.; Crystal City, Mick.; Belle- 
ville, Ill.; Chicaro, Jackson, Mich.; Evansville, 
Ind.; St. Paul, Minneapolis, Rochester, N. Y.; 
Milwaukee, and Baltimore, in about the order 
named, and is now gaining astrong foothold in 
Iowa and Kansas and other States. With the 
points named it bas reached a membership of over 
17,000, over 8,000 of which are in St. Louis. The 
Rev. Mr. Edmonston, of Sedalia, has been em- 
ployee to work the league up all over the coun- 
ry, and has organized a great many branches, 
and has committees working in all direotions. 
The principal object is to prevent labor dilé- 
turbances and discountenance strikes and boy- 
colts.

POSTAL CLERKS’ GRIEVANCES. 

{npDIANAPOLIS, Ind., July 1.—fhe Broth- 
erhood of Postal Clerks will assemble here to- 
morrow. A prominent cofiicer of the organiza- 
tion gives the subjoined outiine of the pro- 
gramme that will be carried out: To send a 
committee to Mr. Vilas to remind him of the 
urfsolicited promise he made to them on the 
threshold of his official career as Postmaster- 


General; also to demand that all clerks retired 
from the service in the future be presented 
witha copy of the charges leading to their re- 
moval, together with the name of the person or 
persons making the charges. In addition to this 
they wii! now demand the reinstatement of 
those clerks who bave been removed on the 
false charges of conspiracy. In tho event of the 
Postraster-General refusing to accede to their 
request he will be asked to accept the resigna- 
tions of the entire brotherhood. The organiza- 
tion is said to number about 1,000, the majority 
of whom are employed on Western railways. 
The promise to which reference is made in the 
foregoiug was contained in the following spe- 
cial notice issued by the Postmuster-General 
March 31, 1885: 

“Railway postal clerks who have become efficient 
and valuable men, against whom no just complaint of 
neglect, inutteatilon, or want of fidelity, honesty. or 
efliciency can be brought. need have no fears of being 
disturbed so long as they cOatinue to render meritori- 
ous and faithful service.” 





MAN AND WITTE SHOT. 


NrEw-ORLEANS, July 1—A special to the 
Times-Democrat from Meridian says: ‘A terri- 
ble tragedy occurred five miles south of Scooba, 
Kemper County, Miss., yesterday. The families 
of George M. Gullett and Bartow lived in the 
same house. The men were partnersin farming, 
and while resting at noon Gullett fell asleep. An 
altercation occurred between Bartow and his 
wife and Mrs. Guilett, which aroused Gullett. 
He went into the room and asked what the mat- 
ter was. Bartow began cursing him, saying that 
he bad wanted to kill him forsome time and 
would do it now, seizing a zun at the same time. 
Gullett sprang toa bureau drawer fora pistol 
and shot Bartowin the neck. While he wasin 
the act of firing Bartow dropped the gunand 
ran toa fence.

The Senate Committee on Agriculture agreed 
this morning by 2 strict party vote to a favorabie re- 
port upon the Oleomargarine bill, without amendment.

est paid clerks, employes. and laborers in the 
Government service; by withnoiding pénsions aaa 
by insulting the Hving and reflecting upon the 
memory of the dead by paying the pittance of $2 a 
month in the name of pensions, and that the financial 

ciicy adopted and pursued by the Government for 

he past year has been to destroy the one and two dol- 
lar currency notes without issuing others of the same 
denomination in their stead, as the law requires, and at 
the same time discouraging the issue and circulation of 
silver in lieu thereof, thereby diminishing the circulat- 
ing medium, to the grent advantage of capitalists and 
corresponding diminution in value uf the products of 
labor. It provides tbat after March 4, 1887, the sala- 
ries of Cabinet officers, Senators, and Representatives 
ghall be reduced 25 per cent.

The*Treasury statement issued yester-- 
day shows areduction of the debt less cash 
in the Treasury of $9,061,818 for the month 
ending June 30.

They could refuse to account for the 
dynamite money upon the ground that 
they would not give information to Eng- 
land. Now that nféney is raised for a 
lawful purpose this pretext is not avail- 
able. Accordingly the agitators by dyna- 
mite are disgusted and desperate. The 
assumption of Lord RanpoupH that 
people who have resented misgovernment 
by outrages will continue the outrages 
when they are left to govern themselves 
is quite in his line, and we need not quar- 
rel with it. But that assumption does 
not justify the misstatement of a fact so 
well known as the fact that the Orange- 
men themselves do not regard the Home 
Rule bill with less favor than the “ dyna- 
miters.” 





That TENNYSON should oppose the grant 
of home rule to Ireland was to be expect- 
ed, although it is questionable whether 
he has expressed in poetry his views on 
that subject. The couplet in his ode at 
the opening of the Indian and Colonial 
Exhibition, which was assumed to be an 
appeal for the union, was quite as intel- 
ligible, and more appropriate, if taken 
simply as an appeal for federation. But 
if the Conservative laureate took the side 
of the union, it was to be expected that the 
Radical SWINBURNE would range himself 
on the side of the Home Rulers, both be- 
cause he is a Radical and because he is 
tolerably sure to take the side that is not 
taken by TENNYSON. SWINBURNE, how- 
ever, has delivered himself of an appeal 
for the party of SALISBURY and CHAMBER- 
LAIN, mainly, as it appears, because he 
dislikes the Irish. There is a cheerful 
hardihood in the description of Mr. GLap- 
STONE, or indeed of anybody else, as ‘‘a 
man of words” by the taciturn and ret- 
icent Mr. SwiInBpurNnez. Nevertheless, his 
poem will probably be better worth read- 
ing than any of the speeches on the same 
side. 











It is apparent that the new President of 
Yale will devote his energies to the de- 
velopment of a university at New-Haven. 
The projected construction of a symmet- 
rical university upon the foundation 
afforded by the academical and scientific 
departments and the professional schools 
was the subject of the greater part of his 
inaugural address, But the university is to 
be a natural outgrowth of what has 
already been established at Yale, and is 
to be built up upon the lines followed by 
his predecessors. ‘‘ The end which we 
have in view,” he says, ‘‘is not to be ac- 
complished by a sudden and entire break- 
ing away from what has been established 
here, or by an imitation of what has 
been done by others who may be 
under conditions and influences quite 
different from our own. Institutions, 
like individuals, have a peculiar life de- 
termined for them largely by those who 
give them being. With the inheritance 
of a noble ancestry, it is better for them 
to grow toward perfection in the line of 
their own character and of their ‘past his- 
tory than to turn to the line of another 
inheritance, even if it has come from an 
equally honorable source.” President 
DWIGHT accepted his office upon the 
condition that he should not be required 
to serve as an instructor. He will there- 
fore have more time for the elaboration 
of the university plan and for other work 
than his predecessors enjoyed. This is a 
change that might well have been made 
some time ago. The President of the 
several Faculties at Yale should be free 
from the restraints of the lecturer’s desk 
and the recitation room. 








IMPROVING . PROSPECTS, 


There are several encouraging features 
in the financial and business situation, as 
the ist of July comes around. We pub- 
lished yesterday morning the statement 
of earnings and dividends of several prom- 
inent railroads which, on the whole, made 
a favorable showing. The New-York 
Central and Hudson River Railroad Com- 
pany, in which the people of New-York 
are naturally deeply interested, quite apart 
from its prominence in the stock market, 
gives promise of resuming the solid 
position it occupied before it was 
dragged into the costly struggle with 
the West Shore venture. It is not to 
be inferred from that that there is any 
present prospect of its again paying the 
high dividends of former times. That is 
not to be expected, but the earning capac- 
ity of the road shows signs of assuming 
a steady relation to its fixed charges and 
expenditures, which is what investors are 
interested in. Thus, for the quarter end- 


‘ing June 80, the net income of the road, 


apart irom the fixed charges, was $2,918,- 
000, as compared with $1,724,770 for the 
same period last year. The net balance, 
after paying fixed charges, is this year 
$992,000, against $289,770 last year. 
The dividend for the quarter is 1 
per cent., as against 1-2 per cent. 
last year, and leaves a net surplus 
of $97,717, as against a deficit of $207,371 
last year. The business for the nine 
months ending June 380 leaves, after the 
payment of the dividends, a surplus of 
$248,151, against a deficit in the same 
nine months of last year of $595,988. In 
like manner, the Lake Shore Road shows 
asurplus of $248,158, as against a slight 
deficit in the first half of last year. The 
Michigan Central reports a surplus for the 
half year of $427,000, against a deficit of 
$233,000, and the New-York, Lake Erie 
and Western reports a gain in net earn- 
ings of $1,227,663. 

These are not ‘‘ booming” figures, but 
they are encouraging. They show that 
the railroads over a wide extent of coun- 
try are in a fairly prosperous condition, 
and as their business is directly dependent 
on the general business of the country, 
and is a fair index of it, in the absence of 
special disturbance of rates the inferences 
justly to be drawn from these statements 
are favorable. They are confirmed by 
the report of failures issued by the house 
of R. G. Dun & Co. During the first 
half of the current year the number of 
failures throughout the United States 
has been but 5,156, as against 6,004 
for the corresponding period of last 
year, a decrease of 14 per cent. 
The liabilities in the same period 
compared with those for the first half of 
1885 are $50,484,460, against $74,722,855, 


a decrease of 82 per cent. or nearly one- j record,” but it must pay in full and with | 





third. As there is a greater decrease in 
the total liabilities than in the number of 
failures, there is necessarily a décréase in 
the average liabilities in the case of each 
failure, In the first half of 1885 this 
average was $12,458; in the first half of 
this year the average is only $9,781, a de- 
crease of over 21 per cent. It would be 
extremely interesting to know, if it were 
possible, the tendency as to the percent- 
age of real assets in cases of failure, 
whether it is more or less now than for- 
merly, But this is impracticable, and will 
be for a long time to come. 

These indications of gradual increase of 
prosperity are not such as justify expecta- 
tions leading to speculation, but they do 
justify solid confidence in reasonable de- 
gree. In other directions we have further 
confirmation of this view. “Mr. SwaNK, 
the well known Secretary of the Iron and 
Steel Association, reports that ‘the iron 
and steel industries of the country are 
very active;” that ‘all in all the condi- 
tion of business in this country is healthy 
and hopeful,” and that ‘‘ there is no oc- 
casion for complaint or anxiety.” This is 
the conclusion reached by a keen observer, 
who is not oversanguine in temperament. 
It quite agrees with that of business men 
generally. It is perhaps ungracious to re- 
‘call the fact that the iron and steel indus- 
tries are among those which we were told 
would be ruined by a change in Adminis- 
tration, but the disappointment in this 
gloomy prediction is one of the most 
‘healthy and hopeful” signs we have to 
note, 


THE ‘BELL CUMPANY CHECKED. 


Among the bills recently enacted by the 
Massachusetts Legislature is one in which 
the Bell Telephone Company and the 
stockholders of many local telephone com- 
panies in all parts of the country have 
taken a deep interest. The act under 
which the American Bell Company was 
organized in 1880, and by which it was 
authorized to raise the capital stock 
($850,000) of its predecessor, the National 
Bell Telephone Company, to $10,000,- 





000, provided that the company 
should not hold more than 80 per 
cent. of the capital stock of oth- 


er telephone companies. The authors of 
this restriction intended that by means of 
it the rights of small stockholders in local 
exchanges should be protected; that the 
Bell Company should not be able to get 
possession of these local companies and 
deprive these stockholders of the profits 
of their investments. Three years later 
the Bell Company determined to extend 
and confirm its monopoly by obtaining 
control of these companies and watering 
their stock. Therefore, on May 21, 1888, 
it procured the repeal of this , restriction. 
The bill recently enacted restores it, 

The repeal in 1883 was followed by pro- 
ceedings with which all who are inter- 
ested in local telephone companies are 
acquainted. Under the manipulation of 
the Bell Company there was formed the 
New-England Company, consisting of the 
National of Maine, the Boston and North- 
ern, the Bay State, the Suburban, the 
Granite State, and the Boston, with a 
watered capital of $12,000,000. The 
quantity of water injected may be in- 
dicated by the capitalization of the Bos- 
ton local company. The Bell Company 
had invested in that company for plant, 
&c., $129,550. In the consolidation 
this investment was capitalized at $3,894, - 
300! Half of this sum was said to rep- 
resent the plant and the other half the 
‘* franchise.” In forming the new con- 
solidation it was the Bell Company’s 
purpose not only to water the stock, but 
also to get possession of a majority 
of the shares, Therefore it exacted 
from each company a large amount of 
stock for ‘franchise,’ and when the 
footing was made it appeared that it had 
obtained the desired majority. In May, 
1885, of the stock issued—§$10,394,600—the 
Bell Company held $6,215,600, and was 
entitled to receive about two-thirds of the 
remainder. Having exacted so great a 
sum for ‘‘franchises,” the Bell Company 
continued to collect from the New-Eng- 
land company $14 a year for the use of 
instruments whose cost was $3 42. 

This sketch of the’ formation of the 
New-England: Company may serve to 
show how the Bell Company proceeded 
with reference to other local organiza- 
tions. On May 5, 1885, it had in this. way 
gained possession of $22,016,578 86 in the 
capital stock-of 36 companies. It owned 
$600,000 of the $1,000,000 capital of the 
Metropolitan Company of this city. It 
owned $3,326,900 of the capital of the 
Central Union Company, which operates 
in Indiana and neighboring States. . 
It had exacted $15,531,050 for ‘‘fran- 
chises” after the usual watering of 
capital, and was collecting the same rents 
for the use of its instruments that had 
been collected before the development of 
this scheme. In some cases local rates 
had been raised to meet this new demand 
for dividends. The repeal of the restric- 
tion had given the company power to put 
its hands upon every local telephone ex- 
change in the country, and to give these 
companies the alternative of going out of 
business or yielding up a large part of 
their stock for ‘‘ franchises.” 

A telephone exchange cannot be oper- 
ated without the Bell Company’s instru- 
ments. When one of these companies 
was approached by the Bell Company 
what could it do? What response could it 
give to the demand, ‘‘ Your stock or your 
life”? If it should refuse to water its 
stock and deliver to the Bell Company the 
number of shares demanded for the privi- 
lege of using the instruments and of pay- 
ing $14 ayear for what had cost only 
$3 42, it might be ruined by the with- 
drawal of that privilege and the establish- 
ment of a company that would comply. 

The bill recently enacted restores the 
old limit of 30 per cent. The representa- 
tives of the Bell Company in the Massa- 
chusetts Senate tried to insert a provision 
that would have made the bill operative 
only with regard to local companies in 
that State, but they were defeated by a 
vete of 10 to 16. A proviso was added in 
the Senate that the Bell Company should 
be allowed to take and pay for ‘‘ its pro- 
portionate share of any future increase 
in the capital stock of a company in, 
which f is at present a shareholder of | 
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cash for this additional stock, The House, 
which had passed the bill by a large 
minjority, conctitred in the Senate’s 
amendments without debate, and the 
Boston papers say that the bill was ap- 
-proved by the Governor on June %. It 
took effect upon its passage, 

Although the Bell Company has already 
taken many local companies by the throat 
and exacted its tribute inshares, there are 
many others which have escaped. The 
advocates of the bill presented a list 
of eighteen companies outside of New- 
England which had not given stock for 
‘¢ franchises;” one of seven companies in 
New-England that were still independ- 
ent; and a list of five—including the 
Union Telephone Company of Saratoga, 
Washington,. and Warren Counties, 
N. Y., and the Northern New-York 
Telephone Company—that had given the 
Bell Company no stock. It is asserted 
that many stockholders in local com- 
panies have lost heavily by reason of the 
exactions to which their companies have 
been forced to submit. But it was not 
for the protection of stockholders alone 
that such a bill ought to have been 
passed. It was demanded for the pro- 
tection of the people, who have been 
plundered by the Bell Company’s ‘meth- 
ods and especially as a result of this 
stock watering and these exactions, 








THE SUBWAYS REPORT. 


While the Electrical Subway Commis- 
sion has not yet adopted any specific plan 
for putting the wires of this city under 
ground, the report presented by President 
FLOWER, and unanimously concurred in 
by the board, settles for good the charac- 
teristics of the system which the commis- 
sion will adopt. It coolly sweeps away 
the fondly cherished hopes of some one 
hundred and twenty inventors and specu- 
lators in electrical subways, and there are 
naturally some one hundred and twenty 
very angry inventors and speculators 
who are saying hard things about the 
Commissioners to-day. The board will 
probably pay no attention to the feelings 
of these gentlemen, and if, by neglecting 
them, it provides a system which meets 
the requirements of the public and the 
companies, it will atone for the delays 
and shortcomings of the past, and will 


not common to the ordinary Board of 
Commissioners in these days. 

It is understood that on Tuesday, July 
18, a plan will be submitted to the com- 
mission based on the report presented on 
Wednesday, and will be promptly adopt- 
ed. The plan will be substantially that 
presented by Commissioner Moss several 
months ago, but with some improvements 
which have suggested themselves since it 
was originally designed. The foundation 
is the Dorsett system of Chicago, but it is 
so altered and improved in its adaptation 
to the wants of this city that Mr. Dorsett 
would hardly know it. The material of 
the conduit will be of concrete or as- 
phaltum, and this is about the only part of 
the scheme which is recognizable as be- 
longing to the Dorsett system. Provision is 
to be made for telegraph, telephone, and 
electric light wires, and for connection 
with houses at any point along the route, 

With the nature of the system itself the 
public has little concern, so long as it is 
practical and does not work gross injus- 
tice to the companies which are to pay for 
its use. But while the people insist that 
the wires must be buried and without un- 
necessary delay, they also desire that every 
precaution shall be taken to protect the 
legitimate interests of the electrical com- 
panies and of the taxpayers of the State. 
The plan of the commission, as suggested 
by Wednesday’s report, involves  tife 
formation of a construction company 
to bury the wires. Such a company 
should be surrounded by every restraint 
to prevent it from making extortion- 
ate charges that the laws can provide. 
It should be required to furnish an in- 
demnity bond to protect. fully the com- 
mission, the State, the city, and the com- 
panies who are to use the conduits against 
any claims or suits for the infringement 
of any patent, and the compensation for 
the use of the conduits should be fixed at 
a maximum beyond which the subway 
company should not be allowed to go, 
That maximum should not in any case be 
allowed to exceed the present cost per 
mile to the companies for maintaining 
_their wires overhead. If the work is given 
to any corporation without strictly bind- 
ing it to some such conditions as these 
suspicions of a deal will be at once 
aroused, and the community will not be 
disposed to regard the suspicions as un- 
founded, 





THE GETTYSBURG. BATTLEFIELD. 

One of the ceremonies connected with 
the Gettysburg reunion, which begins to- 
day on the historic battlefield, is the dedi- 
cation of a monument ordered by the 
State of Pennsylvania to mark the place 
where Gen. ReryNnoups fell, The brave 
and skillful commander of the First 
Corps, who there perished in the opening 
brunt of the three days’ struggle, was not 
only one of the most distinguished and 
promising soldiers in the Army of the 
Potomac, but performed on that field a 
service of high value. The soldierly in- 
tuition which led him, when moving un- 
der general orders for the occupation of 
the line of Pipe Creek, to hasten to the re- 
lief of Burorp’s cavalry, attacked in 
front of the town of Gettysburg, became 
of great importance, The defensive value, 
indeed, of Cemetery Ridge, terminated by 
Culp’s Hill on one flank and by Round 
Top and Little Round Top on the other, 
was at that time unknown. It can 
well be imagined, however, that the 
military eye of ReyNoups did not fail to 
note it, as he hurried past the town with 
the First and Eleventh Corps to the relief 
of Burorp in the fields beyond. Still, it 
was doubtless the forward instinct of the 
soldier in the immediate duty before him, 
rather than any premonition of the 
mighty ‘issues that were to be joined on this 
field that moved him. ‘ It was a matter 
of momentary consultation between Gen. 
REYNOLDS and myself,” says Gen. WaDs- 
wortH, the commander of his leading di- 
vision, ‘‘ whether we would go into the 
town or take a position in front of the 








} town, He decided that if we went into 


make for itself a reputation which is. 


the town the enemy would shell it and 
destroy it, and that ‘we had better take 
a position in front,” ReryNoLps himself 
superintended the disposition to dispute 
the possession of the woods striking Wil- 
loughby Run; and it was just as he had 
sent his troops forward at this point in a 
successful charge that he was shot 
through the head and died almost in- 
stantly. 

The monument to REYNOLDs, however, 
is only one of more than twenty, we be- 
lieve, that are to be placed on the field of 
Gettysburg during this twenty-third an- 
niversary of the great conflict. On former 
anniversaries many other memorial stones 
have been set up to mark the positions 
occupied by regiments and batteries at 
different times during the battle. Possi- 
bly corps, pride may lead to some topo- 
graphical inaccuracies and conflicts of 
claims, and possibly, too, in the profusion 
of oratory which is now heard where 
once cannon thundered some things not 
wholly true or befiting may be said. But 
the general and abiding result must be to 
cause Gettysburg to be studied with a 
minuteness of detail known to no other 
great battlefield on this continent at least. 

It is clear also that this will be the one 
great battle of the war to find annual 
commemoration on the spot of its occur- 
rence, and that several circumstances 
combine to make it so, The South had 
its victorious fields and many of them, 
but there can never be an impulse to cele- 
brate them, since the general outcome of 
the war was defeat. The Union has 
many other triumphs besides Gettysburg 
to remember, but they occurred on South- 
ern soil, and among populations to whom 
their local commemoration would bring 
back the sadness without the compen- 
sating exultation. Gettysburg, how- 
ever, was not only one of _ the 
mightiest battles of the war, unsur- 
passed in its momentous consequences, 
but the one fought furthest north, amid 
the loyal farmers of Pennsylvania. The 
setting apart, too, of the field for patriotic 
uses has tended tothe same end; and 
the eloquent dedication of the cemetery 
by ABRAHAM LINCOLN seems to have lent 
it an additional consecration. Gettysburg 
is now plainly seen, not only to have de- 
livered the Union from a great peril, but 
to have been the climax for the aggressive 
force of secession, after which it still 
battled fiercely, but with a strength that 
began to wane, , 





BETTER THAN CLERKSHIPS, 


There is a chance for live young men 
not afraid of hard work to get Professor- 
ships at Oxford. Applications must be 
made in the handwriting of the appli- 
cants, and it would be advisable to write 
on only one side of the sheet of paper. 
There are five vacant chairs, ‘‘to wit,” 
(we quote the language of the Secretary 
of the Board of Trustees,) ‘‘ Latin, Greek, 
Mathematics, Natural History, and Eng- 
lish Language and Literature.” The Ox- 
ford referred to is not, of course, 
that effete old city on the banks 
of the Isis and Cherwell, but a thriv- 
ing post village of Lafayette County, in 
the State of Mississippi; and the educa- 
tional institution whose Faculty is so sad- 
ly in need of recruits has been known 
since 1848 as the University of Mississippi. 
This seat of learning has undergone many 
vicissitudes, but we infer that it has taken 
a new lease of life and will strive hereaft- 
er to keep abreast of the times. The cause 
of the vacancies has not been made 
known to us, but it is plain that the 
Trustees of the university have deter- 
mined to put new blood into the old con- 
cern, to break away from musty tradi- 
tions, and to make an end of debili- 
tating conservatism. They want new 
Professors and they are going to have 
them, 

There is an annual salary of $2,000 at- 
tached to each chair, and the incum- 
bent is provided with a ‘‘ house and prem- 
ises free of rent.” It will be seen that 
substantial inducements are held out to 
encourage timid Northerners. At the 
present stage of its history the State of 
Mississippi is not famed for the prevalence 
within its boundaries of a liberal spirit in 
politics. It would be as well, therefore, 
fox applicants for the Professorships either 
‘to be Bourbons or to maintain a discreet 
silence as to their party affiliations. 
But what opportunities are here of- 
fered'to the host of disappointed Jef- 
fersonians who have been complaining 
that the Federal Administration has 
neglected to heed: their applications for 
Government offices! Few places under 
the Government are worth $2,000 a year, 
with house rent thrown in, Let thearmy 
of the disappointed take courage. Here 
are five fat offices to be had for the 
asking. There is one of them that very 
few of the office seekers could properly 
fill—the chair of English Language and: 
Literature. But the Latin, Greek, and: 
other Professorships are worth trying for. 

Seriously speaking, the Trustees of the 
‘University of Mississippi have done well 
to make their wants known. Mr. H. M. 
SULLIVAN, theSecretary, has sent through 
the mails printed postal cards setting forth 
the facts we have cheerfully given space 
to. The action is somewhat unconven- 
tional, but it is wise for all that, and busi- 
nesslike. Some of the enterprising spirit 
of the West has got into Mississippi, and 
we hope it will stay there. The Professor- 
ships will all be filled on July 27, and ap- 
plicants must either be present or address 
Mr. SULLIVAN before that time. We trust 
*tkat capable, broad-minded men may be 
obtained, and that the university may be 
thoroughly reorganized upon a liberal 
basis.

hardened, and because no one then living coveted 
the place. Whereas in the West. we made progresq 
from the start, because there was no politica! Capito] 
near enough to poison our minds and kindle into life 
that craving itching for fame which hes kilied mora 
good men than bullets. I have been with Gon. Grant 
inthe midst of death and slaughter, when the howls 
of people reached him after Ehiloh, when messenger4 
were speeding to und from his army to Washington, 
bearing slanders, to induce his removal before h¢q 
took Vicksburg; in Chattanooga, when the soldiers 
were stealing the corn of the starving mules to sfitis« 
fy their own hunger; at Nashville, when he was or 
dered to the ‘forlorn hope’ to command the Army o 
the Potomac, so often defeated; and yet i never saw 
him more troubled than since he has been in Washing« 
ton and compelled to read himself a‘ sneak and de« 
ceiver,’ based on reports of tour of the Cabinet, and 
“apparently with your knowledse.

Among the districts in which the 
Conservative candidates were unopposed 
were Biackburn and Croydon, although at the 
Jast election the Liberals made a good fight at 
both places. 

The Marquis of Lorne has refused to contest 
Bevenoaks or Hampstead in the Gladstonian in- 
terest, and has advised the electors to vote for 
the Unionist candidates.

THE POLLINGS THIS WEEK. 

Boston, July 1.—The Herald’s staff. cor- 
Pespondent cables from London as follows: 
The return without om position in Liverpool 
yesterday of three Conservatives— Whitley, Roy- 
den, and Baron Henry De Worms—signifies 
nothing. It is true, each was opposed at the last 
election, but in that contest Whitley and Roy- 
den won their seats by a more than twofold ma- 
jority.anad De Worms had a margin of one- 
seventh of the vote, so there was no en- 


couragement for opposition to their re- 
election. The first borough contest oc- 
curs at Colchester to-day, where Henry 


Trotter, Conservative, and Ricbard Causton, 
Liberal, will probably have as close a fight as 
last November, when Trotter won the seat by a 
majority of 166, The prospects favor his re- 
election. Unless unexpected nominations are 
made the following candidates will be returned 
to-day: Unopposed Gladstonians — William 
Hunter in North Aberdeen, and Sir Charies 
Forster in Walsall, Staffordshire. Unionist Lib- 
erals—Sir Henry James in Bury, Lancashire; 
Peel. Speaker of the late House of Commons, in 
Warwick; Villiers, in Wolverhampton, which 
he has represented for more than half a cent- 
ury: Sir Edward Watkin, in Hythe, Kent. 
Conservatives—Henneker Heaton, Jr., in Can- 
terbury, Kent: the Hon. Sidney Herbert in Croy- 
den, Surrey; Major Dickson in Dover, Kent; the 
Right Hon. John Hog McDonald for Eainburgh 
and St. Andrew’s Universities, Alexander Hail for 
Oxford City. Sir John Mowbray and Mr. Talbot 
for Oxford University; Samuel Allsopp, a mem- 
ber of the great brewing firm, at Taunton, Som- 
erset; William Burdett-Coutts at Westminster: 
obert Richardson Gardner at Windsor, and 
obert Bourke at King’s Lynn, Norfolk. Some 
of these, however, may find their seats chal- 
lenged at the last moment. Forty-two candi- 
fates had the walkover last November, but 
the number of unopposed returns are like- 
iy to be at least double this year. 
The Telegraph predicts that 250 will be 
yupopposed, of whom 106 are Conservatives, 70 
re Parnelliites, 42 are Gladstonians, and 322 are 
iberal Unionists, or 138 are opponents and 112 
supporters of the Home Rule bill. Pollings 
have been appointed for to-morrow in many 
metropolitan and provincial boroughs, includ- 
ing Deptford, North Paddington, South Pad- 
dington, Lord Randolph Churchill's cOnstituen- 
oy; Bedford, Cambridge, Birkenhead, Stock- 
port. which returns two members; Fal- 
mouth, Carlisle, Whitehaven, Exeter, Stock- 
ton, Sunderland, like Stockport, a doubie 
constituency: four divisions of Bristol, 
Cheltenham, Gloucester, Hereford, Chatham, 
Gravesend, Rochester, Barrow-in-Furness, (seat 
beld by Mr. Caine, leader of the Chamberlain 
receders;) Bolton, a dqubie constituency: the re- 
maining six divisions of Liverpool, six divisions 
of Manchester, Preston, a double constituency; 
three divisions of Salford; Great Grimsby, Yar- 
mouth, Kinz’s Lynn, (if a poll is called for there;) 
Norwich, a double constituency; Shrewsbury, 
Bath, a double constituency; Nevecastle-under- 
Lyme, Ipswich, a double constituency: Hastings, 
Worcester, five divisions of Leeds, Pontefract, 
Wakefield, York, a double constituency; the 
southern division of Aberdeen, (Prof. Bryce's 
seat;) Perth, Southampton, a double constituen- 
cy; Warrington, Maidstone, and Coventry, 
Saturday’s pollings will include Reading 
Derby, a double constituency, which will re- 
elect Sir William Harcourt for one of its

fallen from the lips of Arthur Chamberlain leave 
little room for doubt that his brother has 
something very ijiike a tormal understanding 
on the point with Lord Randolph Churchill. 
Oni the other hand, there are not a few votes 
that will be influenced by the personal nature 
of the difficulties which sundered Chamber- 
lain from his oi!d chief. The Birmingham 
Pet has complained in public of one of these. 
His grievance is that after being asked to join 
the Cabinet for the urpose of in- 
quiry into the cause of Ireland’s trouble, 
he was left out of the inquiry altogether. 
In private he says Mr. Gladstone is a 
man with whom it is next to impossible to work; 
thathbe is domineering and impatient of discus- 
sion when it does not take the form of eulogy. 
The Prime Minister will sometimes decline to 
toucha matter of foreign polities at all, as in the 
case of Egypt, and at other times will make a 
hobby of a subject, and will take nobody's 
advice. At Cabinet meetings he not only 
makes prompt use of the cloture, but 
provides his colleagues with subjects for 
discussion. Such is the burden of Mr. Chamber- 
jlain’s grievance. It is manifest that much 
of this masterful action is due to the 
necessities of the Premier’s position, and for 
the rest, it would never be questioned by 
a Cabinet having the same confidence in its 
jeader that the people of England have. Still, 
with many who hear it, his plaint§ car- 
ries great weight, and the feeling is 
widely expressed in Birmingham that Mr. 
Chamberlain, as Mr. Gladstone’s possible suc- 
cessor, ought to have been consulted regarding 
measures which he fears will make things very 
difficult for Prime Ministers. This fearis an 
explanation of his declaration that he would 
rather go outof politics than accept the Irish 
bills as they were. Briefly stated, then, the 
position in Birmingham is that three thor- 
oughgoing Unionists have secured un- 
opposed return; that a fourth Unionist 
has a good chance of re-election, that two trim- 
mers with Chamberlainite proclivities will take 
their seats again in comfort, and that one Glad- 
stoneite will have a stout fight with a Tory com- 
patho. but will probabiy succeed in retaining 
is seat. 

**In the rest of Warwickshire, for the seven 
seats outside of Birmingham as nearly as can be 
estimated from a carefu! canvass, the prospect 
is Gladstone Liberals will win three of 
the four seats which they held in 
the defunct Parliament. Peel, another Liberal, 
who will undoubtedly be replaced in the Speak- 
er’s chair, and thus will maintain in future 


a strictly neutral attitude on bome 
rule, enjoys immunity from electoral 
trouble. The other three Warwickshire 
seats will in all likelihood fali to 


Conservatives. To particuiarize, Aston Manor, 
really asuburb of Birmingbam, will almost cer- 
tainly be secured again by dH. G, 
Reid, who runs as a Gladstoneite, for in 
George Kynoch he has a Tory opponent 
whose speeches are most damaging to his own 
cause. Warwigk is Speaker Peel’s borough. 
At Stratford-on-Avon a_ battle royal will 
be waged around Shakespeare’s _ birth- 
place, the antagonists being Lord William 
Compton, a former member and a Gladstoneite, 
and Townsend, who runs in the Conservative in- 
terest. The issue is somewhat doubtful, but 
Lord William is the sen of the Marquis of 
Nortbampton, and the family connection may 
pull him through. At Rugby Peyton Cobb, the 
former member, is expected to bear the Glad- 
stone colors to victory in spite of the coalition 
of Tories and Unior.sts. On the other hand, 
at Nuneaton, thcce is a likelihood that 
the former member, Jasper Jones, will be dis- 

laced by a Tory, J. 8. Dugdal, the Recorder of 

irmingham. Tanworth and Coventry remain 
in the hands of the Conservatives. 

A careful examination of the electoral prob- 
abilities in Worcestersigjre shows that the seats 
would be equally di¥ided between Gladstone 
Liberals ana Tories were there not one 
Unionist candidate certain to be returned. 
This is G. W. Hastings, a very Whiggish Liberal, 
who has made bis culling and election sure in 
the teeth of every oppogition his own council 
could offer. Three Tory members in the 
county, for Worcester, Bewdley, and Evesham, 
will retain their seats, oniy one, Sir R. Temple, 
being subjected at Evesham to a contest and 


being thereupon supported by the very 
Liberals who opposed bim six months ago, 
when he defeated Arthur Chamberlain. 


Confusien reigned supreme in the Liberal 
camp at Kidderminster tor lack of a leader. 
Jebhn Bunton, who represented the porough, de- 
clined to run again because his constituents had 
gone quite ahead of him on the Irish ques- 


tion, and A. E. Pease refused tor kin- 
dred reasons. Three days ago the Liberals 
found a man in Wilfred 8. Blunt. 


Mr. Blunt’s cbances,. however, are regarded as 
slender. Mr. Brinton, who united the whole par- 
ty, had a little over 100 majority, and there is 
small hope for the Liberals to follow when 
there are both disorganization and defection in 
the party. Mr. Biunt is, moreover, not in- 
clined to be _ conciliatory, so that Mr. 

- F.  Godson’s prospects are .roseate. 
In the hardware districts a healthier condi- 
tion exists. B. Hingley, a popular iron- 
master, will be returned ip the Gladstone 
interest for the Northern Division of the 
county, possibly unopposed, and H. B. 
Sheridan is sure to be sent up from Dudley, 
where Brook Robinson is the Tory candidate. 
The remainder of the constituency. Droitwich, 
will be represented by the old member, Mr. 
Corbett, whose position as a Uunionist is 
equally secure with that of Hastings. 

* Last, but not least, of the three chief mid- 
land counties, is Staffordshire. Wolverhamp- 
ton, its largest town and the centre 
of the iron district, bas three _ divisions, 
and, curiously enough, they seem likely 
tou be represented by three candidates of 
different views. The veteran Villiers of 
corn law fame, is not to be opposed in the South- 
ern Division, or borough, and as against the 
Government, Fowler, Gladstonian, is assured of 
victory in the Eastern Division, and Alfred 
Hickman, the retired Tory member for the 
Western Division,is entitled to believe he will win 
in a stiff fient with Sir W. C. Plowden, his home 
rule antagonist. But over the whole country 
the Gladstone feeling seems much warmer than 
in Warwick or Worcester, for, on a reasonable 
computation, nine Liberals will be returned, 
as against three Unionists and four Tories. 

The main interest centres in the English 
Provincial boroughs, 70 of which will vote. Last 
November the Conservative gains were largely 
made in the boroughs polling Friday, and hence 
to-morrow's returns wili be closely scanned by 
both parties as an index of the general result. 


MR. BEECHER IN A LONDON PULPIT. 

Lonpon, July 1.—Henry Ward Beecher 
preached a sermon to-day in the City Teraple. 
He was introduced by Dr. Parker, Pastor of the 
City Temple. When the two clergymen stood 
up the entire audience rose to their feet and 


welcomed the American divine with cheers that 
continued for several minutes, the women way- 
ing their handkerchiefs and applauding with 
their hands. Mre. Beecher occupied a promi- 
nent pew inthe front part of the auditorium. 
Dr. Parker, in introducing Mr. Beecher, referred 
to “the dark clouds which formerly hovered 
over Mr. Beecher’s head. The English,” he said, 
“then sympathized with him.’ Mr. Beecher 
replied with much feeling, saying he was much 
touched by the kindness of the English people 
toward him, and that when the dark clouds 
hovered over him he did not see them, because 
it ** pleased God to raise up a rainbow so that I 
only saw the clouds as they were sinking below 
the horizon.” Mr. Beecher, after the sermon, 
offered upa prayer. In this he asked a blessing 
for the Queen; that her Majesty might have 
jong life and greater influence, “thus leading 
the empire toa bigher and more giorious civil- 
ization.” He also prayed for ** greater wisdom 
for the Queen’s counselors.”” The building was 
densely thronged. Mr. Beecher made an excel- 
lent impression upon all who saw and heard 
him. It is certain that the Tories will make po- 
litical use of Mr. Beecher’s prayer for greater 
wisdom among the Ministers.

PREVENTED FROM SPEAKING TO 
A DISTRICT ASSEMBLY. 
POLICE REFUSE TO WITHDRAW FROM A 
SEORET MEETING—TOO MANY SPECTA- 

TORS AT ANOTHER HALL. 
General Master Workman Powderly, of 


the Knights of Labor, was twice prevented 
from speaking last night—first, by the presence 
of police, and the second time by curious peopie 
who filled the windows overlooking Central 
Labor Union Hall, No. 141 East Eighth-street. 
Leaning against a lamp post, with his chin rest- 
ing on a letter box ana bis gaze fastened on tho 
Cooper Institute, General Master Workman 
Powderly was discovered about 9:30 o’clock last 
evening by a TIMES reporter. Committeeman 
Haves leaned against the same lamppost. The 
post was not large enough to accommodate 
Secretary Turner, of the General Executive 


Board of the Knights of Labor, or he, too, might 


have leaned against it. Mr. Powderly and his 
companions were watching the Eighth-street 
entrance to the Cooper Union so closely that 
they did not notice the reporter until he re- 
marked thatthe lamppost wasa trifle too at- 


tenuated for a hiding place for such an impor- 
tant trio. 


Then Committeeman Hayes responded cheer- 
ily: ** Well, I'll be blanked.” Not wishing to 
contradict Mr. Hayes, the reporter turned to Mr. 
Powderly. The General Master Workman did 
not like his job. Leaning against lampposts 
waiting for a man was not to his taste. He 


looked tired, and said he was just as tired 


as he looked. He reached the city a 
little after 5 o'clock last evening anda 
had not seen a New-York reporter until 


THE TimMES’s man found him keeping company 
with the lamppost. He brought Secretary Tur- 
ner with bim from Philadelphia, and he hoped 
toreturn to that city by the midnight train. 


He hardly knew what he was here for. He un- 


derstood that District Assembly No. 75 was to 
hold a meeting atthe Cooper Institute, but did 
not expect to address it. He was to 
meet the Executive Committee of the 
District Assembly and hear their story. 
The story would be about the _ troubles 
of the car drévers and conductors of this 
city and Brooklyn, What these troubles were 
the newspapers knew much better than he did. 
He did not know that he would give any advice 
to the committee until he had given their story 
due consideration. He was ready to do what- 
ever the committee desired. If it wished him to 
call upon the representatives of the surface 
roads to-day he would do so, provided the rep- 
resentatives would see him, If no such request 
was made he would return to Philadelphia by 
the next train. 

Mr. Powderly was asked why he had not at- 
tended the dinner of the Homeless Ciub. A 
capitalist had made him miss the train. he said. 
1t happened in this wise: A man with a scheme 
called upon him. The man had a plan for re- 
generating society. To begin with, he had 
$4,000,000 in the bank. He wasin favor of creat- 
ing a fund which should be devoted to the main- 
tenance of old and _ crippled Knights of 
Labor. There were hundreds of men in 
New-York, Philadelphia, Boston, and other 
large cities, all uf which he named, who were 
worth from $100,000 to $5,000,000. When many 
ot them aied their money was given to charities. 
Why not give it to one fund, which should be 
taken care of by competent Trustees? Powder- 
ly began to think he was sure of at least a 
Trusteeship, when he discovered that the phi- 


lanthropiat was a crank, — : 

He chatted about various matters, still lean- 
ing against the lamppost, for more than half an 
hour. Turner grew uneasy. He is fat, and it 
tires him to stand on one spot for more than 
five minutes. Hayes also exhibited signs of im- 
patience, and finally shot across tbe street and 
dived into the underground ball of the Cooper 
Institute. Bailey kept tramping up and down 
the dark side of Eighth-street, looking as mys- 
terious as the Central Office in a fog. Hayes 
soon returned and said, **Come along.” The 
General Master Workman obeyed orders and 
went. 

His arrival in the ball was signaled by a wild 
yell. The 200 delegates stood up and shouted for 
owderly. He smiled and bowed his thanks for 
the hearty welcome, and was about to say some- 
thing when Master Workman James P, Graham 
said: ‘* There are policemen in the hall.” There 
undoubtedly were. Roundsman O’Rourke and 
Policemen Gunn and Schwenck were prominent 
in blue clothes, brass buttons, helmets, and clubs. 
The roundsman was informed that the meeting 
was secret and only opento Knights of Labor. 
He said his orders were to remain in the hall. 
Capt. McCuilagh had dispatched a section of 
police to the hall at an errly hour in the even- 
ing, but, finding there was no need of them, or- 
dered them elsewhere, leaving .Roundsman 
O’ Rourke in charge, with orders to send for as- 
sistance if he needed it. To convince the rounds- 
man that the meeting was not an open one he 
was shown a copy of the ticket, without which 
ho one was admittea. , 5 

The roundsman would not be convinced that 
it was his duty to retire. Master Workman Gra- 
ham said that when the hall was hired nothing 
was Said about police, and if he had known that 

olice would be stationed in the hall if would not 

ave been hired. The police were deaf to arru- 
ments. They had come to stay until the 
close of the meeting. The Jatter closed much 
sooner than was expected. It did not begin 
until after 9 o’clock, and was expected to’ last 
until midnight. When Powderly understood 
that the police would not retire, he suid he 
might as well retire. The delegates put a curb 
on their impatience, and, at a word from Master 
Workman Graham, retired in an orderly man- 
ner, and made a bee line for Central Labor 
Union Hall. i 

No sooner were the Knights ready in that hall 
to listen tothe head of the order, than it was 
discovered that the windows overlooking the 
hall were crowded with curious people. Pow- 
derly concluded thatif he could not address the 
Koights without being heard by outsiders, he 
would defer his talk. The meeting at once 
adjourned, with tbe understanding that the 
General Master Workman would address them 
at the next meeting of District Assembly No. 75. 
Tbe Knights were notin a good humor as they 
went home. They denounced the action of the 
three policemen asan outrage. Officers Gunn 
and Schwenck are regularly attached to the 
Cooper Union. Mr. Powderly will return to 
Philadelphia this morning.

THE HOUSE REFUSES FUNDS FOR THE BAR- 
THOLDI STATUE. 


WASHINGTON, July 1.—The House gave 
Representative Hewitt two sensations to-day. 
During the earlier part of the afternoon, while 
the Sundry Civil bill was under discussion, 
Mr. Hewitt offered an amendment, which 
Mr. Randal! did not oppose, appropriating 


$106,000 to be used to carry out the Presi- 
cent’s suggestions as to the manner in 
which the Bartholdi Statue of Liberty should 
be received and dedicated. Mr. Bland, of Mis- 
sourl, opposed the amendment, because the 
statue, in bis opinion, was to be a local affair, in 
which only New-York was interested. Mr. 


Brumm, of Pennsylvania, whose tendency to 
extravagant pedal development may account 
for his narrowness of intellect, pretended to fa- 
vor it while he very spitefully expressed a Phil- 
adelphian’s jealousy of New-York by attribut- 
ing meanness to that city because it allowed the 
Government to bear any share of the cost 
of completing the statue. Mr. Hewitt and 
Mr. Belmont spoke for the amendment, 
anda vote taken in committee resulted, much 
to Mr. Hewitt’s pleasure, in its acceptance by a 
vote of 116 to 47. Inthe House a separate vote 
wus take on the amendment, when, owing to 
the absence of several New-York members, the 
amendment was rejected by a vote of 103 to 106, 
very much to Mr. Hewitt's disappointment. 
The general impression is that Mr. Hewitt’s 
speech, assuming that to New-York belonged 
the credit exclusively for raising the money to 
build the pedestal, excited Western jealousy 
and opposition. The Senate will add the appro- 
Ppriation when it gets the bill. On Tune5 Mr. 
Sherman, from the Committee on Appropria- 
tions, reported an amendment to be proposed to 
the Sundry Civil bili, making an appropriation 
of $106,100 for the purpose, and will un- 
doubtedly be very promptly added, and the 


House conferrees will certainly not insist upon 
rejecting it. me 


When the Senate reached to-day the proposi- 
tion of the Appropriations Committee to strike 
out of the Legislative, Executive, and Judicial 
Appropriation bill the allowance for continuing 
the compilation of the records of the late war, 
a debate sprang up which lasted most of the 
afternoon, and which finally ended in a defeat 
for the committee. Mr. Sewell was the first 
Senator to call attention to the proposed amend- 
ment, and ina brief speech he pointed out that 
the committee's hostility to Col. Scott, the com- 
piler of the war records, was due to tbat 
officer’s action in inserting the report of the 
Reviewing Board onthe Fitz John Porter case, 
which was not made during the continuance 
of the war. Mr. Sewell defended Col. Scott's 
fairness in putting in such matter, and urged 
the Senate to reject the committee’s amend+ 
ment. Mr. Allison declared that the committee 
did not wish to stop the publication of the 
records, but merely to suspend them for a time, 
until the way in which they had been edited could 
be looked into. He asserted that events occur- 
ring in 1878 and 1882 were in no sense events of 
the rebellion and their publication was a viola- 
tion of the statute. Messrs. Hawley and Cock- 
rell warmly supported Col. Scott, the Missouri 
Serator, showing that he bad acted under the 
orders of Secretaries of War Cameron, Ramsey, 
ane Lincoin. Mr. Haile made a violent attack 
upon Col. Scott’s conduct of his work, but the 
Senate voted by a large majority to leave the 
paragraph in the bill. It was aereed, however, 
to insert a proviso that the publication be re- 
stricted to contemporaneous events of the war 
and also directiie that the evidence in the Porter 
case and the report upon it made by Judge-Ad- 
vocate-Generai Holt be published. Mr. Loran 
was not here to see the downfall of tbe scheme 
he haa induced the Appropriations Committee to 
indorae.

Senator Edmunds has failed’to keep the prom-

If it is successful the committee will prob- 
ably report Mr. Beck’s bill with such modifica- 
tions as the railroad Senators will regard neces- 
sary to remove the “reflections” upon them 
which they professed to find in the measure as it 
was introduced and once went through the Sen- 
ate.

FEATURE IN THE FORECLOSURE OF WABASH, 
ST. LOUIS AND PACIFIC. 


CuHIcAGo, July 1.—As part of the fore- 
closure suit against the Wabash, St. Louis 
and Pacific Railway a petition was filed 
to-day before Judge Gresham, by Henry 
Lardner, of Niles, Mich. representing that 
he is the owner of 17 bonds of $1,000 
each, on the Chicago Division of the Wabash 
Road. The latter road bas been sold under 
foreclosure proceedings to J. F. Joy, O. D. Ash- 
ley, T. H. Hubbard, and E. T. Wells, a purchas- 
ing committee, but the sale does not affect the 
rights of the bondholders of the Chicago Di- 
vision. The debts of the Receivers of the road 
amount to $5,000,00u, besides $3,000,000,0f car trust 
obligations. From the Receiver’s reports it ap- 
pears that the Chicago Division has been 
charged with the total rental and maintenance 
of the Chicago terminals, amounting to $261,463, 
but even aliowing these, there was a surplus of 
earnings over the expenses of the Chicago Divi- 
sion of $96,575. 

The policy of the road is to postpone payment 
of the interest on the Chicago Division’s bonds, 
but Lardner says this ougnt not to be done, and 
that it would even be advantageous for the Chi- 
cago Division bondbolders to withdraw from the 
Wabash system and have their own Receiver ap- 
pointed. Lardner represents $200,000 of bonds, 
and asks to be allowed to come into the suit, so 
as to protect his interests.

IN A RECEIVER'S 


THE INDIANA, BLOOMINGTON AND 
WESTERN IN COURT. 


THE METHOD TAKEN TO GET RID OF AN 
UNPROFITABLE LEASE UNDER WHICH 

AN INCREASED RENTAL WAS ASKED. 
INDIANAPOLIS, July 1—The Indiana, 
Bloomington and Western Railroad has suc- 


cumbed to the drain upon its resources by an 
unprofitable lease, and to-day Judge Gresham 
directed that C. E. Henderson, General Manager, 
take charge of its affairs as Receiver. This 
movement was voluntary on the part of the man- 
agement, not on account of demands by credit- 
ors. The formal proceedings were based on the 


suit of James Hurd, of New-York, a judgment 
creditor for about $40,000, asking for a Receiver, 
but this matter could have been easily settied 
and compromised had it not been fora more se- 
rious complication, which C. W, Fairbanks, so- 


licitor of the company, sets forth as follows: 
“Since 1881 the Indiana, Bloomington and 


Western Company have been the lessors ‘ana op- 
erators of the Cincinnati, Sandusky and Cileve- 
jand Railroad, paying for it an annual rental of 
about $310.000. Previous to this the earnings of 
the road had averaged about $224,000 a year; so 


that the other company by the new arrange- 


ment received a greater income by about $85,000 


than before. Under astrict construction 6f the 
lease, however, the Cincinnati, Sandusky and 
Cleveland people insist that they are entitled 
to ap mcrease in the annual rental ot 
about $70,000 a year, and there was a pos- 
sibility that they would be able to en- 


force this in the courts, While Mr, Corpin 


and the other owners of the road were perfectly 
willing to furnish any money that might be 
needed to promote, maintain, or improve it, 
they were not willing to submit to this ad- 
ditional demand because they could uot afford 
to pay it,and so they decided that it was best 
for all concerned to have the Receivership. if 
we had been compelled to pay-this extra $70,000 
a year it would have made it necessary for our 
earnings on all the lines to have been increased 
in a like proportion until they amounted to 
$400,000 more a year than they do now. Of 
course we could not expect this in view of the 
present condition of the road. The matter will 
bow be settled in the courts.” 

The Indiana, Bloomington and Western _sys- 
tem consists of the Peoria Division, from Indi- 
anapolis to Peoria, 212 miles; the Eastern Divis- 
jon, from Indianapolis to Springfield, Ohio, 139 
miles; the Cincinnati, Sandusky and Cleveland, 
(by lease.) from Columbus to Sandusky by way 
of Springfield, 171 miles, and the Ohio Southern 
Division, trom Springfield to Wellston, 118 miles. 
The design of: the Receivership really is to get 
rid of the Cincinnati, Sandusky and Cleveland 
lease, as the company does not need it now, hay- 
ing made favorable traflic arrangements with the 
New-York, Pennsylvania and Ohio at Spring- 
field for its Eastern business, and especially now 
that the Ohio courts have decided in favor of the 
lessor. Receiver Henderson wiil take charge in 
a day or two, as soon as he files his bond. 


CINCINNATI, July 1.—Charles E. Hender- 
son was to-day appointed Receiver of so much 
ot the Indiana, Bloomington and Western Kail- 
road as is in Ohio. 





There has been some concern in Wall- 
street over the securities of the company lately, 
the stock having fallen seven points in about a 
week.

NEW-JERSEY RAILROAD TAXES. 

TRENTON, N, J., July 1.—The branch of 
the railroad cases relating to irrepeaiable 
contract came up before the Court of Errors 
to-day for argument. The court allowed each 
side two hours in which to present the case, 


Barker Gummere opened on behalf of the State. 
On account of his weakness, due to his recent 
iliness, he was permitted to address the court 
without rising. The Morris and Essex claims to 
bave a contract with the State, under which it 
1s to pay one-half of 1 per cent. whenever the 
net earnings of the company amount to7 per 
cent. upon the cost of the road, which tax 
is to be considered in full satisfaction of 
all other taxation by the State. The Supreme 
Court of the United States has passed upon this 
contract and declared it to be valid, but the 
State claimed that the Morris and Essex is liable 
to taxation, under the law of 1884, on the prop- 
erty which the road has acquired since 1869 of a 
value of about $24,000,000. ‘*The case is impor- 
tant,” said Mr. Gummere, “because of the 
amount of revenue depending upon its deter- 
mination, and because of the claim of the road 
that the State has perpetually aliened its sover- 
eign power-of taxing the property of the Mor- 
ris and Essex. The State admits the contract, 
but ciaims that the assessment of the State Board 
should not be set aside entirely on account of it. 

Another claim of the State is that the Dela- 
ware and Lackawanna, the lessee of the Morris 
and Essex, is not entitled to any exemption by 
virtue of the contract. In 1869 the Legislature 
passed an act validating the lease to the Dela- 
ware and Lackawanna. This, it is claimed, ex- 
tends the exemption to all property thereafter 
acquired by either company. The argument

WESTERN UNION CRITICAL 


—_——_>-——— 
HINTING AT OPPOSITION TO THE 
SUBWAY PLAN. 

ALL SORTS OF WIRES IN ONE DITCH WOULD 
CREATE DANGER-—SOME CR'TICS SAY 
THE PLAN IS NOT SPECIFIC. 

The telegraph, telephone, and electric 
light people have been aroused by the recent ac- 
tion of ti& Electrical Subway Commission, and 
while they will not say what action they will 
take if forced from the roofs and the poles, they 
hint very broadly that they will not tamely 
submit to the law requiring the wires to be 
placed under ground. Dr. Norvin Green, Presi- 
dent of the Western Union Telegraph Company, 
said yesterday that the Western Union people 
could afford to wait until they came toa bridge 
before they attempted to crossit,and that the 
tirne had not yet arrived for them to show what 
they could do if the Subway Commission under- 
took to force them to cross it. He believed that 
any and all of the plans considered by the com- 
naission were impracticable. The Commissioners 


had lost sight of the fact that the placing of 
telegraph, telephone, and electric lighting wires 
in ore ditch would bea very dangerous thing; 
that mucb damage might be done to the prop- 
erty of the corporations, and that the wires 
might become useless. i 
it the Western Union Company, he said, bad 
been allowed to proceed witha its work of placing 
wires. under ground, all its wires in this city 
‘would now be hidaen from view; but the com- 
pany was retarded in its work by the creation of 
the commission. It had a system of its own, 
and had three tubes, each capable of holding 300 
Wires, constructed under ground as far as T wen- 
ty-third-street, and the work would have now 
been completed as far as Forty-second-street but 
tor the intervention of the commissiou. The com- 
pany was perfectly capable of taking care of its 
pwn wires, but the Legislature which passed the 
law concerning the placing of wires under ground 
evidently thought differently, and proposed that 
a construction company should make a vast sum 
of money by caring for the wires. Dr. Green 
pate a high tribute to Commissioner Flower’s 
onesty of purpose in the matter, and said that 
that gentieman had shown remarkable ability in 
handling it. He thought that the removal of 
the poles from the streets and the wires from the 
roots of buildings was merely a matter of senti- 
ment. He did not wish it to be understood that 
he was opposed to placing the wires under 
ground. On the contrary, he favored the idea, 
but he thought that his company, capable as it 
was of protecting its own property, should be 
allowed to build ditches for its own wires. 

The Baltimore and Ohio Telegraph Company’s 
wires in this city are all overhead. Its wires in 
Washington are under ground. Here it is will- 
ing also to place them under ground, but raises 
the same objections as those advanced by Dr. 
Green. The Metropolitan Telephone and Tele- 
graphic Company has the Brooks system in prac- 
tical use, and favorsits adoption. It is a system 
one-half of which is owned by the Western 
Union Telegraph Company. The Metropolitan 
Telephone and Telegraph people do not think 
the Subway Commission will adopt the scheme, 
because the Western Union people are inter- 
ested in it, but the Western Union people have 
mot asked the Subway Commission to adopt it, 
and never will. The Consolidated Electric Light 
Company says that it takes no interest in the 
matter. Its wires are isolated in houses, and are 
not run over poles or buildings. 

The President of the Edison Electric Company 
said that the plans of the Electrical Subway 
Commission were very comprehensive. They 
were not specific enough, however, for the com- 
pany to decide whether its own conductors, 
which were entirely under ground,could remain 
independent of the general wires. These con- 
ductors, were too compact affairs to be regarded 
as ordinary wires. Tne Edison Company bad 
always, favored under ground wires, and it was 
hoped that the commission would be urged to 
take more specific action. A representative of 
the Brush Company said that the latter was very 
much pleased with the action of the commis- 
zion. The company would be only too giad to 
getits wires under ground, and it was willing to 
spend money for that end. 





A BETTER BUSINESS OUTLOOK. 


fHE ARGUMENT OF FIGURES IN RB, G. DUN & 
CO.’S REPORT. 

An important and inspiriting document 
#as issued yesterday by the mercantile agency 
of R. G. Dun &Co., showing a marked improve- 
ment in the national business outlook. Not- 
withstanding the severe strain in all commercial 
and industrial circles recently from labor 
troubles and other disturbing factors, it isshown 
that forthe six months just closed there has 
been a marked decrease in the number of fail- 
ures in the country. For the first half of last 
year the number of failures was 20 per cent. 
greater than for the six months just ended. 


Then they amounted to 6,004; for the first six 
months of 1886 they are only 5,156. For the first 
half of 1885 the aggregate amounts involved 
in failures was $74,722,000; for the same 
‘period this year they aggregate only $50,434,000— 
a difference showing tbat last year the money in- 
volved in failures from Jan. 1to July 1 was near- 
y 50 per cent. greater than for the same period 
this year. Comparison made by the mercantile 
agency in the same report shows also the pleas- 
ing fact that asthis year goes the conditions 
show continued improvement. The number of 
failures in the country for the first quarter of 
this year was 3,203, involving $29,681,726; for the 
fecond quarter just ended the number falls 
down to 1,{153, with only $20,752,734 involved. 

These figures, says the report, indicate that 
the trade of the country isin astate of surpris- 
ing prosperity, considering the strain that has 
jhad to be borne incident to the loss of confi- 
‘dence because of the widely extended labor 
troubles of the last few months. The country 
received thas strain **in a condition of prepared- 
meas,” and, continues the report, “in some re- 
spects the six months under review have been 
fruitful of good results. The labor-capital con- 
flict has been in a measure decided. The labor 
organizations, and their power of resistance 
against the Ordinary Jaws of trade are not so 
Beriously estimated as they were six months ago. 
Confidence has been largely restored, and 
there is a manifest disposition to ex- 
tend business operations. he foundations 
of the business fabric are solid. For the 
remainder of the year even better things are 
probab'e; the prospect is more than usually 
good. There seems to be fewer disturbing ele- 
ments ‘than ever before, abundant harvests are 
well assured and the Autumn season is now 
looked. forward to as likely to yield very liberal 
returns in trade and banking circies.” It is 
pointed out in the report that the earning power 
of gre at corporations has been largely increased, 
and t/ae railroads have ended their famous wars 
and have now larger tonnage and better rates 
that yield fair returns. 

Cheap money, the natural outcome of the 
growth of wealth and money-earning capacity 
in the country and the consequent decline in the 
rate of interest, is quoted as an important and 
influential factor in the improved situation. The 
conclusions of the report are upheld by a com- 
prehensive synopsis of the condition of business 
at all the-leading points in the country. 





TRE BOHEMIAN BOYCOTTERS. 
When the case of the Landgraf boy- 
cotters, I7-of whom are under joint indictment 
for conspiracy, was called inthe Court of Oyer 
and Terminer yesterday 16 menof varying de- 
grees of Socialistic appearance ranged them- 
selves before Judge Barrett. Lawyer Moses 
Hermann, who appeared for them, said he had 
heard only on Wednesday afternoon that they 
were to be tried yesterday, and as there were 
eight out of twenty-five witnesses whom he 
had been unable to see he hoped the case might 
goover. Judge Barrett said it was the lawyer’s 
own fault if he had neglected to prepare his 
case, but that he would give him until this 
morning to get ready. Mr. Hermann begged 
for more time, but Judge Barrett said if he was 
not ready this morning other counsel would be 
assigned to the case. 
When the list of the indicted men was called 
Ste he Schiller failed to respond to his name. 
r. Hermann explained that Schiller had gone 
to Baltimore in search of work. On motion of 
Col. Fellows Schiller’s bail was declared forfeit- 
ed, and Judge Barrett issued a bench warrant 
for his arrest.

INSPECTING LA BOURGOGNE,

MANY PEOPLE VISIT THE NEW AND SPEEDY 
SHIP OF THE FRENCH LINE. 

Men, women, and children crowded the 
decks of La Bourgogne, the new steamer belong- 
ing to the Compagnie Générale Transatlantique, 
yesterday, and were received by the courteous 
French officers. The recent remarkable run of 
the new steamer had placed her among the ocean 
grayhounds, and as such every one was anxious 
to see her, The log of herrecent trip of 7 days 
15 hours 21 minutes had to be hauled out 
and inspected by those who knew by heart the 
logs of the fast trips of all of the famous ocean 
racers. The experts, afterjcarefully examining 
the record of La Bourgogne’s maiden effort, 
prophesied that she would in the near future far 
eclipse the figures already to her credit. : 

There were present the friends of the com- 
pany, the friends of ocean steamers in general, 
and a number of people who came because the 
festive appearance of La Bourgogne, gay with 
flags and bunting, convinced them that there 
must be something interesting happening on 
board. The handsome vessel was seen at its best. 
The sun shone into the gorgeous saloon and re- 
vealed all its splendors in the most advantageous 
manner. The reception lasted from noon until 5 
o'clock,'between which hours Mr. Louis de Bebian 
was kept busy replying to questions and making 
himself amiable. Every one felt it to be his 
duty toexamine not only the magoificeut sa- 
loon, but also a number of the staterooms, which 
were found to contain every facility for com- 
fort whicb has yet been discovered = naval 
architects. The well equipped galley. the offi- 
cers’ quarters, and the large, well ventilated 
steerage were inspected by mang of the visitors. 

“There were numbers of the French colony 
present, who evidently regarded La Bourgogne 
as a native oasis in a foreign desert, for they 
talked French, laughed French, and gesticu- 
lated French as though they were thoroughiy 
enjoying themselves. Awnings were spread 
over the hurricane deck, and it was there that 
scores of people met and spent a felicitous after- 
noon. An orchestra stationed on deck played a 
number of selections while the reception was in 
progress. La Bourgogne will leave this port for 
Havre on her return trip at 7 o’clock to-morrow

FROWNING ON THE PUGILISTS. 


A NEW WayY IN WHICH BRUTAL EXHIBI- 
TIONS WILL BE PREVENTKD. 

Ever since arrangements for the pro- 
posed pugilistic contest between Jobo L. Sulli- 
van and Charles Mitchell have been under way 
Mayor Grace has been seeking to devise means 
to prevent the encounter. He recently con- 
sulted the Corporation Counsel on the subject, 
and yesterday sent a communication to the Po- 
lice Commissioners. In this Mayor Grace states 
that it is clearly the intention of the pugilists to 
entertain their audience with a prize fight with 


gloves, which he cannot but regard asan ex- 
hibition demoralizing in the extreme, and that 
hethas accordingly taken steps to furnish the 
Commissioners with authority to prevent the 
meeting. The Mayor then adds: 

“The late decision of the Court of Appenls holds 
that the section of the Consolidation act relating to 
amusements are sufficiently broad to ‘nclude even 
athletic entertainments, Under this construction of 
the law a boxing match comes within its terms, and 
is even specifically referred to in the decision whichI 
have mentioned. Any place in whichsuch entertain- 
mentis given must be duly licensed by the Mayor, 
who has an absolute discretion in the premises. If 
such license has not been previously obtained it is the 
duty of the police to prevent such exhibition. * * * 
I desire to officially notify you that I have not licensed 
the Polo Grounds for exhibitions of any character, 
and I therefore request that you will take such steps 
to prevent the proposed sparring match as may seem 
to you proper in the premises.”’ 

The police had also sought Corporation Counsel 
Lacombe’s advice, which was similar to that con- 
tained in the Mayor's letter. So Superintendent 
Murray met the lessees of the Metropolitan 
Athletic Grounds, at One Hundred and Seventh- 
street and First-ayvenue, and of the Polo 
Grounds, at his office yesterday morning. Ho 
told them that the Asnton and Kilrain match 
could not take place on Saturday and the 
Mitchell and Sullivan match on Monday unless 
theatrical licenses, which cost $600 each, had 
been obtained from the Mayor. The lessees of 
the Metropolitan Athletic Grounds said they 
had no idea of getting out a license, and inti- 
mated that the Kilrain-Ashton match was off. 
The lessees of the Polo Grounds said they would 
consider the matter with counsel. Mr. Murray 
said very decidedly before they went away that 
arrests would certainly be made if any attompt 
was made to carry out the programme for 
either Saturday or Monday.

SUPERINTENDENT MAXWELL’S NOTICE TO 
AN ASSESSMENT ASSOCIATION. 

The announcement that State Insurance 
Superintendent Maxwell had reported the Na- 
tional Benefit Society of New-York City to be 
wound up, for doing business not allowed by the 
terms of its charter, was a surprise for that 
company yesterday morning. The National 
Benefit Society 1s an insurance company on the 
assessment plan, having its office at No. 82 Lib- 
erty-street. It was incorporated in 1881, and of 
late its business has largely increased under

the former told him to write him what he want- 
ed and he would answer as to its legality.”” The 
only answer that has been received is the above 
announcement. Mr. Delano, however, catied on 
the Superintendent in Albany to-day, ana sent 
a telegram saying that nothing would be done 
until onday, when the Superintendent had 
promised an interview. President Merrill said 
further: ** This trouble has been brought about 
by the jealousy of one of theregular old line 
companies. At the interview on Monday we 
shall decide whether or not to make a friendly 
test suit.’ 


TRAINMEN ALARMED.

KNIGHTS OF LABOR ON THE ELEVATED 
ROADS FEARING DISCHARGE, 

The employes of the elevated railroads 
who belong to the Knights of Labor are alarmed 
over the prospect of being discharged from the 
employ of the company if they do not sever 
their connection with the order. They admit 


that none of the officials of the road have as yet 
tried, by any communication, verbal or writ- 
ten, to persuade them to teave the order, 
but claim that several of their number 
have already been discharged, among them 
George Livermore, a brakeman, who is said to 
bave been the Master Workman of the east side 
branches of the elevated railroad, and another 
brakeman by the name of Porter, who was also 
prominently identified with the Knights, Two 
reasons are assigned for the efforts of the com- 
pany torid itself of the Kmghts. One is that 
the employes were quietly organizing in order to 
make a demand for an increase of wages at the 
beginning of the Fall, and the other reason was 
an imprudent remark lately made by Andrew T. 
Best, who boasted that he could tie up all the 
elevated railroads and ferries, inasmuch as the 
Knights controlled the employes of those com- 
panies. The trainmen had been active in or- 
ganizing their assembly in a very quiet manner, 
but itis claimed there were or are traitors in 
the camp in the pay of the company, who kept 
it informed of tbe proceedings of the meetings 
of the Knights. The company, it is said, began 
its tactics by taking on a large number of extra 
trainmen, who are being drilled to take the 
places of the old men. 

Genera! Manager Hain, when asked as to the 
truth of the report, said it was too ridiculous to 
meritareply. His time was too much occupied, 
he said, with more important matters to admit 
of his contradicting idie rumors. 








WITH SQUIRE AS THEIR ORATOR. 
The 24 Assembly district leaders of 
the Tammany Hall organization met last 
night in the Fourteenth-street Wigwam and 


appointed subcommittees to arrange for various 
matters of detail relating to the celebration of 
Independence Day on Monday next, Two hun- 
dred and fifty tickets of invitation were issued 
to each district leader.

NO REASON FOR CLEMENCY. 


————— 
THE DISTRICT ATTORNEY'S REPLY TO GOV, 
HILL IN CHACON’S CASE. 


District Attorney Martine yesterday re- 
ceived from Gov. Hill a letter asking for the 
facts concerning the trial and conviction of 
Miguel Chacon, the murderer condemned to be 
hanged on July 9. Gov. Hill asked for an 
opinion inthe matter of Executive clemency, 
which Chacon recently asked for. In his reply 
District Attorney Martine said that he was un- 
able to see any reason for the exercise of Execu- 
tive clemency in the case. The evidence clearly 
established that the defendant was guilty of a 
deliberate and premeditated murder, within the 
meaning of the law. 

“It is true,”’ continued the District Attorney, 
“*that his murderous intent was not directed 
against the victim of thetragedy. It is true 
that in attempting to murder the husband, 
whom he hated, he killed the wife, whom, it ap- 
pears, he loved. While that consideration may 
seem to make his fate harder than if he had had 
the satisfaction of killing one whom he hated, 
it does not seem to me in any way to lessen his 
offense or to entitle him to the exercise of your 
Excellency’s clemency.” 

The District Attorney closed by saying that 
his knowledge of the case was gained from the 
records, as be was not in office when it was tried, 
and by intimating that further information may 
a ee from the Recorder, who presided at the 
trial. ; 

A report by Warden Finn to the Commission- 
ers of Charities and Correction states that at 
7:30 o’clock Tuesday morning, just before the 
Deputy Sheritts began the death watch on 
Chacon, the latter cut himself on the left 
wrist with a penknife. The wound was found 
to be very slight, and it was Chacon himseif 
who first called attention to it. At that time 
it was thought the young negro had attempted 
suicide, but had lacked courage to strike deep 
enough orin the right place. Chacon, however, 
denies that he had any such intention. He suid 
yesterday that he was cutting his nails when the 
knife slipped and just broke the skin of his 
wrist. It was a penknife of the smallest size, 
one and one-half inches long, and had but one 
tmy blade. He said a prisoner awaiting trial 
threw it into his cell before he was removed to 
his present quarters. 

Warden Finn looks upon the possession of a 
knife by the condemned man in a serious light, 
and has made efforts to find out who gave it to 
him. He said he was skeptical as te the story 
that it was wiven by a prisoner a week azo, as 
Chacon was searched before going to bed on 
Mouday night by Keeper Hodge, 





COL, CLARK EXPLAINS, 


HIS ‘‘BOMBSHELL” AN ACT OF COURTESY, 
NOT A NOTICE TO VACATE, 

The Board of Managers of the Seventh 
Regiment Veterans met yesterday afternoon at 
Cable’s restaurant and discussed their{proposed 
reply to Col. Emmons Clark’s bombshell. 
Owing to the introduction of new matter the 
reply could not be got into shape. I1t will be 
completed to-day.

In the meantime the 
war in the regiment goes merrily on. Sergt. 
Wallace F. Peck, of Company F, writes to say 
that the old member of the regiment, who said 


in an interview published in yesterday’s TIMEs, 
that the active members of the regiment were 
allin sympathy with the veterans, dia not tell 
the truth. Sergt. Peck declares that he knows 
that more than a majority of the men favor Col. 
Clark’s action, and that the Board of Officers 
uphold the movement. The board consists of 
40 commissioned officers, he says,and they all 
enthusiastically support tbe Colonel. Finally 
Col. Clark and another field officer of the regi- 
ment deny that they have given the veterans 
— to quit. They have written the following 
etter: 


NEW-YORK, July 1, 1886. 

There has been sO much misrepresentation on the 
subject that the undersigned deem it proper to state 
that they have taken no action whatsoever to deprive 
the Veteran Association of the use and occupation of 
a part of the Seventh Kegiment Armory. In the dis- 
charge of their duties as lessees from the city of the 
urmory site they have called the attention of the Board 
of Officers to a legal opiniononthe subject officially 
senttothem by the ‘I'rustees of the armory fund. 
and as an act of courtesy, and before any action by the 
Board of Officers, a Cons, of the opinion was sent to the 
Veteran Association. The Board of Officers appointed 
a committee on June 5 to consider and report upon the 
subject, and no report has yet been made by the com- 
mittee. No action has heen determined upon by the 
undersigned, aud they await the advice or action of the 
Board ot ‘ fiicers of the regiment on the subject.

A suit brought by Stephen V. Harkness 
against the Manhattan Railway Company and 
the New-York Elevated Railroad Company was 
tried before Judge Ingraham in the Special 
Term of the Superior Court yesterday. Mr. 
Harkness is the owner of 500 shares of the New- 
York company’s stock, bearing the guarantee 
of a10 percefit. annual dividend impressed on 
thesbares by the Manhattan Company when it 
originally leased the elevated railroad system in 
May, 1879. ‘These shares he has refused tosur- 
render for 6 per cent. stock issued under the 


merger agreement between the Manhattan 
and the New-York and Metropolitan Com- 
panies. He insists that the merger agree- 
ment was a fraud on the New-York Com- 
papy and its stockholders; that Jay 
Gould, Russell Sage, Cyrus W. Field, and others, 
who were Directors of the New-York, as well as 
of the Manhattan, brought about the agreement 
for their own advantage, as opposed to the in- 
terests of himself and other stockholders; that 
the net earnings of the New-York Company’s 
roads, which went into the possession of the 
Manhattan Company, were sufficiept between 
1879 and 1884 for the payment of the guaranteed 
10 per cent. dividend, and he, therefore, asks the 
court to set aside the merger agreement, and to 
compel the payment of the 10 per cent. a yearon 
its capital stock to the New-York Company by 
the Manhattan Company, and the subsequent 
distribution of the money to him and his fellow- 
stockholders. 

Ex-Judge W. H. Arnoux and Edward B. 
Cowles apveared for Mr. Harkness, and Julien 
T. Davies and Cnarles A. Gardiner for the de- 
fendant companies, All the evidence presented 
was documentary. When it was all before the 
court Mr. Davies moved for the dismissal of the 
complaint on the ground that there was no 
proof of fraud by Gould, Sage, and Field and 
their fellow-Directors. Mr. Cowles argued that 
the evidence sustained the complaint. Judge 
Ingraham said he would accept briets from the 
counsel, and that if he needed more light on the 
question of fraud be would ask for it.
